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LAST SPIKES. 


THE HISTORIC RAILROAD SCENES 


OF 1S6‘.)-18S7. 


T w o o f the. M ost Im p ortan t E v en ts 
for C aliforn ia and S acram en to 
in a ll T h eir H istory. 


The last spike is to be driven to-day that 
completes the work of constructing the Cal­ 
ifornia and Oregon Railroad. The cere­ 
mony is to be performed near the Oregon 
line, and Charles Crocker, who will wield 
the sledge, began bis great railway enter­ 
prises. in connection with his co-laborers, 
Leiand Stanford and C. P. Huntington, and 
like them was a pioneer Sacramento m er­ 
chant. Sacramento therefore feels a deep 
interest in the event, not only because the 
men who conceived and carried out the 
greatest railway undertakings of the age 
were her citizens, and here planned their 
far-sighted schemes for the benefit of this 
State, but because the Oregon road has its 
term inus here, this being its corporate and 
actual termination, and because, also, this 
city is a trade center which will more 
largely than any other interior point avail 
of this line, and because Sacramento has 
always stood the friend of the road through 
dark and bright days alike. 
It would be a matter of comparative ease 
to fill scores of columns with reminiscences 
and interesting 
details 
concerning the 
building of the iianscontinental railways, 
and that line to-day to be finished, which 
parallels the coast, and marries the waters 
of Puget Sound, by rail, to the tides of tl e 
Gulf of Mexico. 
But the public is familiar 
with all these thin 23, and mere reference 
to a few are sufficient now to open the flood­ 
gates of memory. 
The initial work of the great Pacific rail­ 
way system was inaugurated on the 8th 
day of January', 18G3, by the breaking of 
ground at the corner of l'ront and K streets 
in this city, at which time appropriate 
ceremonies were held and general rejoicing 
at the prospect of quick communication 
with “ ihe States " prevailed. A t the in­ 
augural ceremonies the introductory' speech 
was made by Governor Stanford, and after 
prayer by Rev. Dr. J. A. Benton, Charles 
Crocker announced that “ the Governor of 
California will now shovel the first earth 
for the great Pacific Railroad.’ Two wagons 
loaded with earth were then hauled in 
front of the rostrum, and Governor Stan­ 
ford, taking a shovel, deposited the first 
earth for the road-bed, while deafening 
cheers went up from the enthusiastic m ul­ 
titude. The prospect that the slow route 
and method of travel by the Isthmus, or 
the Horn, or by 0 1 teams across the almost 
trackless plains, was about to be changed 
into railroad transit, was an inexpressible 
cause for congratulation to the entire 
people of the State. 
After the ceremony of moving the first 
earth in the great undertaking had been 
concluded, addresses were delivered by 
A. N. Crone, J. H. Warwick, J. S. Banks, 
Charles Crocker, W . Van Dyke, Rev. J. T. 
Peck, W . H. Sears, Newton Booth and 
Dr. J. F . Morse. 
The work; thus auspiciously inaugurated 
was pushed forward with remarkabie speed 
for the almost unsurm ountable difficulties 
encountered, and on May 1 0 ,1869, the last 
rail was laid, and the last spike was driven 
on the great Central Pacific overland route. 
The point of junction was at Promontory 
Summit, Utah, (¡90 miles east of Sacra­ 
mento, and 
1 ,0 8 6 west of the Missouri 
river. Early' on the morning of that day 
Governor Stanford 
and 
his 
associates 
arrived on the ground, and at 8:30 a . m . 
Vice-President Durant of the Union Pacific, 
and a num ber of visitors arrived from the 
East. There was an uncompleted space of 
about 100 feet between the two great over­ 
laud roads, and work was at once entered 
upon to fill the gap. At 11 a . m. all was in 
readiniSi for laying the connecting rails 
and the celebration of the all im portant 
evi nt to the people of the Pacific Coast.' as 
well as of the entire Nation. 
At the hour named engine No. 119 of the 
Union Pacific, and Jupiter, No. 6 0 , of the 
Central Pacific, both gaily decorated, ap­ 
proached from opposite directions to within 
100 feet of each other. 
Telegraph wires 
were attached to the last rail, that the 
record of each blow of the sledge m ight be 
transmitted by telegraph to all parts of the 
Union. 
Governor Safford, in behalf of 
the people of Ariz.otia, presented a spike 
composed of iron, silver and gold, saying : 
“ Ribbed w ith iron, clad in silver and 
crowned with gold, Arizona presents her 
offering to the enterprise that has banded 
our continent and dictated a new path­ 
way to commerce.” 
T. A. Trittle, in behalf of Nevada, pre­ 
sented a silver spike, saying: ‘‘To the 
iron of the East, and the gold of the West, 
Nevada adds her link of silver to span the 
continent and wed the occasion.” 
Dr. H. W. Harkness, 011 behalf of Cali­ 
fornia, presented a golden spike, saying: 
‘‘The last rail needed to complete the 
greatest railroad enterprise of the world is 
about to be laid. The last spike needed to 
unite the Atlantic and Pacific by a new line 
of travel and commerce is about to be 
driven to its place to perform these acts. 
The East and the West have come together. 
* 
* 
* 
California from her mines 
has forwarded a spike, from her laurel 
woods has hewn a tie, and by the hands of 
her citizens she offers them to become a 
part of the great highway which is about to 
unite her in close fellowship with her sis­ 
ters of the Atlantic. From her bosom was 
taken the first rail, let hers be the last tie 
and the last spike—with them accept the 
hopes and wishes of her people that the 
success of your enterprise may not stop 
short of its brightest promise.” 
The last spike was then driven. It was 
of gold and contained $414 in value. It 
was a facsim ile of a six-inch spike, and 
was inscribed 011 the head “ The Last 
Spike;” on the side, “ The Pacific Railroad; 
ground broken January 8, 1863: completed 
May —, 1869. May Godcontinue the unity 
of our country as this railroad unites the 
two great oceans of the world.” To this 
was added the names of the officers of the 
company. 
Superintendent Cox, in behílf of the 
Union Express Company, presented a sil­ 
ver hamm er with which to drive the spike, 
and with which Governor Stanford drove 
the spike for California and Nevada, assisted 
by Mrs. Strowbridge. Edgar Mills acted as 
Chairman of the ceremonies, and Rev. I)r. 
Todd officiated as chaplain. 
Upon Mr. 
Mills announcing the great work of con­ 
struction done, the locomotives from the 
two roads moved up and touched noses. 
Champagne was passed from one engine to 
the other, and drank by the engineers and 
conductors. The locomotives were in turn 
run forward and back over the last and 
magic tie. and the ceremonies over one of 
the greatest events of modern times were 
concluded. 
To-day the ceremonies marking the com­ 
pletion of another great work of construc­ 
tion by the same master builders is to take 
place 011 the noithern border of our proud 
commonwealth, and while the celebration 
will not be so marked, the far-reaching 
importance of the new line to travel and 
commerce is almost beyond computation, 
and opens to Sacramento and California 
renewed and grander prospects for the 
golden future.

N o g a l e s , December 16th.—The last in­ 
formation regarding the campaign against 
Bernal, the bandit, and his baud was that 
that they were hedged in the Tulare moun­ 
tains by the Federal forces and citizens. 
Yesterday news came that he and his raid­ 
ers have effected their escape, and General 
Lojaro has returned to Mazatlan, where he 
will direct the campaign by wire. It seems 
that while the besieging party, which was 
directed by General Lojaro, was contracting 
its lines, it fell in with a few of Bernal’s 
men, and a tight occurred in which several 
were wounded on both sides. 
Lojaro, however, captured a man named 
Bieuri, one of Bernal's most desperate 
lieutenants, and succeeded in rescuing Ber­ 
nardina Barraza, a young lady of Dtaez, 
who bad been carried of! by the bandits. 
Miss Barraza was sent with an escort of 
soldiers to the home of her family. Bieuri 
refused to divulge the hiding place and 
arsenal of the bandit band, and was tied to 
a tree and shot. 
After this occurrence the Ibarra and Me- 
raz parties gradually closed about the 
range, and on the tilth day came together 
without having seen a trace of the despera­ 
does. Trailers were sent out at once, and 
after two days’ search discovered where a 
party of twenty-five had left the moun­ 
tains, and the infetence is that it was Ber­ 
nal’s band, with the chief at its head. 


THE BAND SACKS A TOWN. 
A courier has just arrived at the military 
headquarters at Boca del Potero, bringing 
dispatches Irom the Prefect of Otaez which 
give the details of the capture of that town, 
and the running off of Miss Barraza by 
Bernal. The Prefect states that the Ibarra 
and Meraz parties had not been in the 
mountains more than two days after the 
return of Miss Barraza, the liberated girl, 
when Bernal, at the head of a band of about 
twenty-five men, made a descent upon the 
town. They entered on horseback from the 
direction of the Tulare Range, and com­ 
menced shooting as soon as they entered. 
The terrified people took refuge in their 
houses, barricaded their doors and windows, 
and awaited the demands of Bernal. 


MISS BARRAZA AGAIN A CAPTIVE. 
After posting men about the town so that 
every street was under surveillance, Bernal 
proceeded to the prefecture and threatened 
to nail the Prefect to the wall by his ears if 
he attempted any demonstrations. From 
there he went to the home of Bernardina 
Barraza, forcibly made her m ount a horse, 
and then commenced to sack the stores for 
provisions and amm unition, which was 
done after holding the town four hours. 
H e then rode off, taking with him Miss 
Barraza. 
H e so thoroughly sacked the 
place that there were not guns and am m u­ 
nition enough to supply the pursuing party. 
It is evident that Bernal has a stronghold 
in one of the spurs of the Sierra Madre 
Mountains. 


b e r n a l ’s p r o b a b l e s t r o n g h o l d . 
It is believed that when he left Otaez he 
went there, as several of his men had 
wounds of a serious nature. The escape of 
the band from the Tulare range had been 
efiected through treachery on the part of 
the citizen forces, who had a prior arrange­ 
m ent with Bernal to help him in case of 
extreme difficulty. 
The scouting party that was sent to the 
Cienega to scour that vicinity are now at 
Chacala. They fuund three men who were 
thought to belong to Bernal’s band, and 
they were shot. A large armed force, di­ 
vided into various scouting parties, are 
scouring the country for a radius of fifty 
miles from Boca del Potrero, and the offi­ 
cials are confident that the band will soon 
be captured.

Los A n g e l e s , December 16th.—The Bel­ 
mont, one of the finest suburban hotels in 
Southern California, situated 011 Second 
street and Belmont avenue, burned to the 
ground about 11:30 to-day. The fire orig­ 
inated in the help rooms occupied by Chi­ 
nese servants, and is supposed to be "due to 
the carelessness of the inmates. Furniture, 
trunks and wearing apparel were indis­ 
criminately thrown from the upper win­ 
dows and several workers barely escaped 
suffocation. 
W hile the fire was at its bight, an explo­ 
sion occurred which literally lifted the roof 
from its resting-place and violently threw 
it from its lofty perch. The building was 
owned by Professor Ellis, of Ellisville Col­ 
lege, and was completely destroyed. The 
insurance is not known.

Amendment to the 
Constitution may be made by a majority of 
both houses ot two succeeding Legislatures 
and of the qualified electors voting thereon, 
but any amendm ent of the polygamy sec­ 
tion is to be invalid without the ratifica­ 
tion of Congress and its proclamation by 
the President of the United States.

Men yelled them selves 
hoarse and women fainted, all because a 
slender young girl had nerve enough to 
throw herself in th e path of a fierce bull 
and pierce him to th e Ik-art by a single 
thru st. 
It was her farewell perform ance, 
and th e strongest and fiercest torros in the 
country had been advertised for.

T he exhibition o f citrus fruits grow n in 
P lacer county, r o w being m ade in Los A n­ 
geles by a com m ittee of the Hoard of Trade 
recently organized at A ubum , lias already 
been m ade fam iliar to th e public through 
th e colum ns of th e R e c o r d - U n io n . 
T he 
exhibit was forw arded last Tuesday, and 
included a general display of citrus fruits 
and other products grown in the county of 
I ’lacer. T he exhibitors have a centrally- 
located h all in Los Angeles, and in connec­ 
tion w ith th e display have a good supply ot 
effective 
printed 
m atter upon the ad­ 
vantages of Placer county and this section 
of the Stale, w hich is being placed in the 
hands of visitors, and good results cannot 
fail to follow. 
A m ong the docum t n ts be­ 
ing thus distributed are 2.000 Placer county 
pam phlets issued by th e Im m igration Asso­ 
ciation, 4,000 
copies 
of 
Mr. M adden’s 
pam phlets o f Placer county statistics, 1,000 
copies of R ecord-VTm o s s special illustrated 
edition upon resources ot Placer county, 
and 0,000 one-page statem ents ju st issued 
and signed by J . P arker W hitney, Presi­ 
dent of the Placer County Board of Trade. 
T his statem ent is in part as follows : 
CITRCS EXHIBIT FROM PLACES COUNTY. 
T he exhibition of orange3 and other 
fruits from Placer county now show n at 
Los Angeles is not by any m eans offered as 
a representative one, but m erely as the im ­ 
prom ptu result from a m eeting of a few 
Placer county m en at the county seat on 
D ecem ber 3. 1887. T he m eeting was not 
called for th e purpose of considering the 
subject, but was acted upon by the few 
present from a suggestion m ade ju st before 
adjourning, and was taken in b and by a 
few citizens w ho were w illing to give their 
tim e for th e purpose of getting together a 
few products—principally oranges—m erely 
fin- the purpose of show ing th at Placer 
county, as well as others in th e State, could 
successfully grow citrus products in their 
valuable varieties. 
Placer county does not attem pt to detract 
from the m erits of any portion of the State, 
or to m ake any invidious com parisons, but 
sim ply in as plain a m anner as possible to 
show any w ho w ill take interest in the sub­ 
ject th at she can and does produce as good 
oranges as can be grow n in any part of the 
State, and th at h er oranges become m ar­ 
ketable, to a considerable extent, before the 
first day of December, and were p u t into 
the m arket this year as early as tbe 2C" 
of Novem ber. 
To show , also, th at Placer county has 
m any thousands ot acres of the very first 
quality of laud, applicable for the business, 
w hich can be purchased at from $20 to $50 
au acre, and th at bu t from an ignorance of 
the true m erits of its clim ate in its su it­ 
ability to orange culture, she m ight at this 
tim e be shipping hundreds of carloads of 
the first q uality of oranges, w hich she will 
inevitably do w ithin a short p e rio d ; for 
the results of the few young orange or­ 
chards now in bearing have given th e m ost 
astonishing results, w hich have stim ulated 
th e putting out of thousands of trees which 
have invariably m ade rapid grow th aud 
dem onstrated, beyond all question, th at the 
clim ate w ithin the w arm belt of Placer 
county, som e fifteen m iles in w idth, ex­ 
tending across the lower part of the county 
from the com m encem ent at the foothills, 
at an elevation of from 200 feet up to 2,000 
feet in altitude, is practically free from 
dam aging frosts, and th at in som e in 
stances, even w ithout irrigation, ow ing to 
th e considerable average rainfall, oranges 
can be grown in the highest perfection and 
with astonishingly profitable results. 
Placer county is already th ird am ong the 
counties of the State in the num ber of 
orange trees she has grow ing w ithin her 
lim its. T he num ber m ay be safely coin 
puted at the present tim e in excess of 14, 
000 trees, and this num ber will be largely 
augm ented the com ing spring, w hen, prob­ 
ably, from two to three lim es the present 
num ber of orange trees will be set out. T be 
county can already «how young orange or­ 
chards th at have* given a net profit, above 
expenses, of over $400 per acre, and excep 
tionai single trees from w hich the products 
have been sold for the past tw o or three 
years for over $100 per f e e . 
One tree, at 
an altitude of 1.000 feet, w hich has been set 
out only seven years, and w ithin sight from 
the cars of the Central Pacific, yielded this 
year over $100 w orth of oranges, already 
m arketed. 
in this w arm licit of Placer county the 
m ost favorable clim atic conditions exist 
T he singular feature is here presented of a 
w arm er tem perature in w inter th an is 
found upon the plains below, and there is 
a practical im m u n ity against severe frosts. 
One finds at this period of the year—the 
m iddle of December—at an altitude of 
1,000 feet above the level of the sea, In the 
I’lacer county foot-hills, ripe tom atoes on 
the vines, straw berries in blossom, as well 
as the ripe fruit; lem on blossom s and the 
ripe fru it; oranges ripening in profusion, 
and an endless variety of delicate plants 
m aking vigorous grow th in the open air. 
In this region the w inter clim ate is per­ 
fection itself. 
H ere are the m illions of 
birds w hich llee from th e riiorous storm s 
of n orthern clim es to th eir w inter quarters 
in the foothills. 
H ere are th e beautiful 
hills, m oderately rising from the plains. 
H ere the broken ranees of the Sierra Ne­ 
vada M ountains m ingle and glide alm ost 
im perceptibly into the long reaches of the 
Sacram ento valley, diversified here and 
there by ridges and little stream s of water 
and the m ost graceful and picturesque val­ 
leys im aginable. 
As one descends from 
th e pine region of th e m ountains, through 
the m anzanita and chaparral, his visiones 
surprised and gratified by the graceful con­ 
tour of the lower foothills and their lux­ 
urious grow th c f oaks and buckeye groups, 
resem bling m ore in appearance the culti­ 
vated parks of E ngland than a stranger 
w ould suppose in the foothills of the lofty 
Sierras. 
E xtending from Roseville,at the southern 
extrem ity of this county, only eighteen 
m iles from Sacram ento, the Central Pacific 
R ailroad takes its course for seventy miles, 
through the entire length of the county, 
on its way to Ogden and the East, show ing 
th e visitor for tw enty m iles on his route, 
com m encing at Roseville, 
hundreds 
of 
orange trees laden w ith their golden fruit, 
and w here he can see from the car windows 
thousands of acres of land as suitable for 
the successful cultivation of the orange as 
any in th e world, and w here the price is so 
m oderate th at one w ould alm ost distrust 
its value could he not see adjoining and no 
better land bearing fruits w orth hundreds 
of dollars in profits to the acre.

—SWO to the Acre. 


It is beginning to be understood th a t bv 
adopting th e Southern C alifornia plan of 
protecting orange trees w hile th ey are 
young, by w rapping or o th er means, the 
orange can he successfully and most profit­ 
ably cultivated in Placer county anyw here 
from Sheridan and R oseville up to an a lti­ 
tude <«f 2 ,0 0 0 feet and probably higher. 
Trees have been brought to bearing at Col­ 
fax and even near M ichigan Bluff) and 
th ere is no doubt th a t th ey w ill do well 
at th e form er place when wrap[ied during 
th e ¡rainy season as th e tem perature at 
th a t j.oint does not average iower th an a t 
Riverside. 
O range trees w ill not do well 
in every place w ithin th e lim its m en­ 
tio n ed ; th ey m ust he on rising ground 
w ith a scutheasterly or southw esterly ex­ 
posure, «une grow ers favoring one aud 
some th e ¡other. 
W hen the tree reaches 
the age of th re e or four years, w rapping is 
thought to be unnecessary. 
T here are 
m any old tree» in th is county w hich never 
h ave been pn*tected. 
T here is a fascination in orange-grow ing 
w hich can be more easily understood th an 
explained. 
T he tree is alw ays bright and 
green, and w hen w eighted w ith its yellow 
fruit it ,s one of th e most beautiful objects 
in nature. 
I t is never idle, and as soon ae 
it has cast its crop it is blossoming for an­ 
other h arrest. A nd it has alw ays been one 
of th e most profitable trees cultivated. 
T he orange orchards of San B ernardino 
ami Los Angeles are held at prices rang­ 
ing from $ 1,000 to $2,000 an acre because 
at those prices th ey are profitable invest­ 
ments. 
P lacer county can boast of some sm all 
but very fine orchards. 
Am ong them is 
P eter N orburg’s little grove, w hich w ay 
be seen on the rig h t of th e railroad as th e 
train from .All burn nears th e town of P en ­ 
ryn. 
'D iere art' th e trees laden w ith fruit 
and a living proof of th e possibilities of th e 


uncultivated hills around. 
Mr. N orburg 
has about eighteen acres in his place w hich 
he reclaim ed from th e brush nine years 
ago. 
H e had been a sailor and knew very 
little about horticulture, bu t he knew how 
to work, and he now has one of th e p re tti­ 
est places in th e foothills. It rs half a m ile 
n orth of Penryn, and comm ands a b eauti­ 
ful view o f th e lower foothills and a broad 
expanse of th e Sacram ento V alley. 
From 
the porch of his cottage one can plainly see 
th e dome of th e State capítol, and w ith a 
field-glass one can easily m ake out th e ou t­ 
lines of th e building. 
N early th e whole of his little ranch is 
under cultivation. 
T here is an alfalfa 
patch and an assortm ent o f peaches, plums, 
B artlett pears, 
nectarines, blackberries, 
etc., b ut th e ow ner’s pride and th e pride of 
the neighborhood is his little grove of 100 
orange trees. 
T here is only one seedling 
tree am ong th e lot. 
T here are four St. 
M ichaels, seven N avels, and th e rest are 
M editerranean Sweets. 
M r. N orburg says 
th e M editerranean Sw eet is th e ‘boss’ 
variety for th is county,” if he is any judge. 
H is trees were all planted eig h t years ago 
last M arch, and th ey have never been pro­ 
tected a single season. 
W hen they were 
put in th e orchard they were one-year 
liuds 011 tw o-year stocks, and m any of them 
to-day m easure eighteen inches around the 
trunks, and they will average fourteen or 
fifteen feet in heig h t. 
T here is one large 
tree whose branches spread out to a cir­ 
cumference of fifty feet—a very respectable 
orange tree for th e “ frigid regions of 
N orthern C alifornia,” of w hich we read in 
tiie I.(is A ngeles press. These orange trees 
are planted tw enty-one feet apart each 
way, as arc all th e trees 011 M r. N orburg’s 
place, and th e distance is not an inch too 
great. 
F or th e first six years he had 
peach trees planted betw een a part of the 
orange trees, hut lie found th at th e form er 
were greatly retarding th e grow th of the 
m ore valuable trees, and two years ago he 
cut th e [icaches out. H e says he wishes he 
had done it sooner. 
Last year M r. N orburg picked 12,000 
oranges, and m ade one of th e finest exhib­ 
its a t th e C itrus F air, taking the silver 
m edal for th e second best e x h ib it of budded 
oranges. 
T h is year he has some clusters 
w hich would take a prem ium anyw here. 
O ne short lim b holds thirteen M editerra­ 
nean Sweets, not one of which is less th an 
ten inches in circum ference; another clus­ 
ter consists of eight large oranges all in a 
bunch. 
T here are oranges on other trees 
w hich m easure a foot in circumference, 
and two or th ree good trees hold as m any 
as 500 oranges. 
Some of th e fruit has 
cracked this season, probably ow ing to a 
lack of water, w hile th e B ear riv er canal 
was undergoing repairs, and when they 
most needed i t ; h u t M r. N orburg estim ates 
th a t he will pick at least 10,000 oranges (a 
low estim ate), and he has already contract­ 
ed to sell them , delivered loose at th e ship­ 
ping house, for $25 a thousand. 
These 100 orange trees cover a trille lc-ss 
than one acre of land. 
Now w hat is the 
m atter w ith Placer county land when it 
w ill bring in a retu rn of $250 an acre, or 
even one-half of th a t sum '! 
If an acre of 
land will produce 124 per cent, on $2,000 
—not for one y ear only, b u t for a succession 
of years— it comes p retty near being w orth 
th a t am ount, allow ing of course for the 
cost of cultivation. 
No one can say th a t 
th is is an exceptional location. 
4Ve have 
oranges successfully grown at A uburn, at 
Newcastle, a t O phir, all along th e road to 
Lincoln, at Sheridan, at Roseville, at Rock­ 
lin and a t l ’ino. T h eir location on a ranch 
m ust he selected, but in general they will 
th riv e from th e A m erican to th e B ear 
river, and from Sacram ento to th e snow 
line.— Placer Republican. 


SEEDS AND PLANTS. 


ANNUAL DISTRIBUTION FROM THE 
STATE UNIVERSITY. 


List of New Plants anil Seeds to be 
Sent Ont—Terms Upon W hich 
to be Obtained. 


W liy C u ltiv a tio n I n c r e a s e s t h e K a in fa ll. 
A t an agricultural fair recently held in 
N ebraska, alm ost 111 th e center of w hat 
used to he set down on th e m aps as the 
“ G reat A m erican D esert,” G eneral M or­ 
row delivered an address in w hich he un­ 
dertook to account for th e large increase in 
th e annual rainfall. 
H is theory w ill in­ 
terest C alifornia farmers, and we reproduce 
it: “ I have alw ays th ought th a t th ere was 
an abundance of m oisture in th e clouds of 
this interior section, hut th a t conditions fa­ 
vorable to its precipitation in th e form of 
rain and dew were w anting. 
T h e earth 
and th e sky are reciprocal in th e ir rela­ 
tions. T hey give and take from each other. 
A parched desert, having nothing to give 
in return, receives no m oisture from the 
passing clouds. 
F or countless ages these 
prairies have been scorched by fires, pelted 
by storm s of rain and hail and tram pled 
upon by innum erable herds of wild ani­ 
mals. 
T he effect of this has been to pack 
the earth u n til it has become as compact 
as a rock. 
T he forcing o r heating power 
of rain o r h ail is far greater than th e or­ 
dinary observer com prehends. 
W hen the 
rain falls ou a prim itive soil th e larger 
part of it runs oil in torrents and finds its 
way to the sea. 
T he baked, storm -beaten 
and tram pled earth, like a sick m an, re ­ 
fuses its nourishm ent. 
Beyond doubt this 
is th e reason why you have so m any physi­ 
cal proofs around you of enormous devasta­ 
tions com m itted liy running w ater. 
W hen 
th e land is tilled this will cease. 
C ulti­ 
vated ground absorbs a large portion of 
th e w ater th a t falls upon it, and retains it 
like a sponge. 
I t th u s becomes a reser­ 
voir of m oisture for th e nourishm ent of 
crops in seasons of drought. 
T he turning 
over of th e soil in large tracts of country 
presents to th e atm osphere a vast absorb­ 
ing surface. 
T he soil gives th is absorbed 
m oisture back to th e atm osphere by evap­ 
oration. 
Thus, year by year, as th e cu lti­ 
vation of the soil is extended, more of the 
rain th a t falls is absorbed, to be given oft 
by evaporation or to rem ain in store to 
nourish plants and grasses.” 


T in* C o w »» a T r a n s m it t e r o f ll i s e a s e . 
T he transm ission from th e cow to m an of 
scarlet fever and tuberculosis was the sub­ 
ject of th e opening address of Professor 
H am ilton a t M arisclial College, Aberdeen, 
in w hich th e lecturer gave an excellent 
account of th e investigation conducted by 
M r. Pow er and Dr. K lein into th e relation 
of a cow m alady to scarlet fever in man. 
H e referred also to th e observations of 
Copeland, who believed th a t both the dog 
and th e horse could suffer from th e latter 
and stated th a t a febrile condition of some 
kind can be com m unicated to anim als by 
inoculating them w ith th e b.ood of per­ 
sons who are th e subjects of scarlet fever. 
H e fu rth er expressed the opinion th a t tu ­ 
bercle could be conveyed tin m an by means 
of m ilk from tuberculous cows. 
W hile th e 
possibility of such occurrence cannot be 
denied, it m ust lie borne in m ind th a t 
K lein has pointed out th a t there are cer­ 
tain im portant differences between bovine 
and hum an tuberculosis; and again, C reigh­ 
ton has shown th a t m an occasionally suffers 
from a form of this disease w hich resem ­ 
bles th e bovine m alady, m aking it proba­ 
ble th at liy far the greater num ber of 
cases are not of bovine origin. 
N everthe­ 
less, the subject deserves m uch greater 
investigation, and certainly every effort 
should be m ade to prevent th e distribution 
of m ilk from tuberculous cows.— London 
Lancet.

W hether foolish or wise, it is for them ­ 
selves to decide. 
But it is certain that, 
building as they now are, w ith eyes wide 
open, they may he a benefit to th e country 
and not an injury, as they would he if they 
built in hopes of m aking a living from tiie 
soil w ithout water.— T. S. Pan Duke in 
Overland.

T he follow ing descriptive list of the new 
plants and seeds to be furnished to appli­ 
cants from the A gricultural E xperim ent 
Station oi th e State U niversity has ju st 
been issued, and will be of interest to farm ­ 
ers and o th ers: 
T be distribution of seeds and plants from 
the U niversity E xperim ent Station is each 
year com m anding w ider attention. 
The 
distribution, last year, as show n in detail 
in bulletin No. OS included shipm ents to 
upw ard of 630 individuals, and the geo­ 
graphical area covered is indicated by the 
fact th at the m aterial was sent into nearly 
all th e counties of California, and to m ore 
th an 600 post and express offices. 
It will be noticed th at we offer this year 
a greater n u m b er than ever before of 
grow ths received by us from th e D epart­ 
m ent of A griculture at W ashington. M any 
of the seeds from this source have given 
m uch prom ise by their success in the U ni­ 
versity garden, and by our system of distri­ 
bution we believe we can m ore readily 
transm it them to those w ho are disposed to 
test them carefully and intelligently than 
can he reached by tbe usual m ethod of po­ 
litical dissem ination. 
H on. J. N. Culman, 
U. S. Com m issioner of A griculture, iu his 
report to th e present Congress, advises that 
future seed distribution be through the 
agency of the State E xperim ent Stations, 
and we believe such an arrangem ent will 
be productive of the best results. W e have 
labored hitherto, in anticipation of a closer 
relationship w ith the U. S. A gricultural 
D epartm ent, to show w hat can he done to 
prom ote local experim entation under local 
guidance, and it is expected th at w hen the 
new law establishing experim ent stations 
shall be m ade effective by the appropria­ 
tion of funds to carry out its provisions, 
the work of introduction and distribution 
of prom ising seeds and plants will be 
greatly facilitated and advanced. 
As has been described in previous bulle­ 
tins, th is distribution is m ade for the p u r­ 
pose of ascertaining the adaptation and 
practical value of the several kinds in the 
different clim ates and soils of the S ta te ; 
and persons receiving them are requested 
to report results, w hether success or fail­ 
ure, and if th e latter, from w hat apparent 
causes. 
T erm s—As there is no appropriation 
available to m eet the expenses of packing 
and postage, applicants are requested to 
send the am ounts specified in connection 
w ith each description below . 
If they de­ 
sire seeds sent by express applicants need 
not send the am ounts specified for postage, 
but all orders for seeds by express m ust be 
accom panied by a rem ittance of ten cents 
to pay for packing. 
A pplications m ay be 
m ade for one or m ore kinds of seeds. 
In 
case any kind of seed becomes exhausted, 
the m oney sent will be returned, unless a 
second choice is m entioned by th e sender. 
P lants w ill be forwarded by express (u n ­ 
less specially otherw ise requested), in lots 
consisting of the num ber hereinafter m en­ 
tioned for each kind, on rem ittance of 25 
cents for each lot of plants, and ten cents 
additional for each additional lot, to pay 
expenses of packing, etc. 
Postal notes are

H essian F ly -l’roof W heats—T he repeti­ 
tion this season of our experim ents w ith 
resistance of w heat varieties to attacks of 
the H essian fly (Cecidomyia destructor) af­ 
firms the value of the kinds distributed 
last year, w hich leads us to urge them for 
trial in infected districts. 
T he M issoven 
w heat upon our poor soil and w ith the de- 
ticient rainfall of 1887 yielded at the rate of 
33 bushels to the acre, w hile other non- 
resistant w heats adjacent were killed o u t­ 
right or reduced to a fraction of a crop by 
the fly. 
T he A tlanti w heat yielded over 
27 bushels, and the Yolo at the rate of 20 
bushels per acre. 
These varieties are solid­ 
stem m ed and were originally dark, hard 
wheats, but are fast becom ing w hite and 
starchy, but do not so far sacrifice their 
resisting qualities.

Berkeley H ybrid Barley—A two-rowed 
beardless variety, w hich originated in £ 
sm all plat of Scotch two-roweil barley on 
the U niversity grounds, in 1882, w hen W. 
G. Klee, then head gardener, found two 
heads of w hat he considered the true type, 
v iz , two-rowed and slender ears, append­ 
ices to aw ns three-deft, as w ith the N apaul 
barley: h u ll adhering to th e seed.

kernels ot these two heads were sown next 
season iu the U niversity garden 
T here 
was found considerable tendency to varia­ 
tion, probably 12 per cent, being u ntrue to 
th e type in having beards or six-rowed 
beads. 
T be grain has been grow n each 
year since th at tim e and care taken to pull 
out all beads not true to type before bloom 
ing. 
A fterw ard all heads were picked over 
and all grain shelling out was rejected. 
The tendency to variation has decreased 
from year to year, but still exists to a cer­ 
tain extent. 
We propose to continue tbe 
selection of tbe true beads in our sowing 
here, and w ould like to have the variety 
tested by barley-growers, for yield, quality 
and hardiness. 
W e im agine it w ill be 
found of chief value as a hay grain. Heed 
will be sent by m ail in 1-lb bags, 2uc. each.

CHRISTIAN DENOMINATIONS. 


S om e o f th e T opics D isc u sse d a n d 
th e L e a d in g D rift o f T h o u g h t 
P re s e n te d . 


[ Kecobd-Ckiok Correspondence.] 
W ashington, December 8, 1887. 
Ii was the rem ark of one of the leading 
evangelical spirits in the country as he 
surveyed the conference at the height of 
its enthusiasm yesterday that there had 
not been a more im portant assembly of 
Christian men since the first Christian 
conference at Jerusalem. This harmonizes 
with the idea expressed in the call that the 
conference was convened to consider a 
great crisis in the Church's position and to 
ascertain, if possible, by putting m any 
heads together, how the danger points 
m ight be safely passed. 
It was not de­ 
signed, however, that matters should be 
settled in the way common at ministerial 
gatherings, viz.: by the passage of resolu­ 
tions. 
I:i fact, 


•- i K E S O L rriO N S W E R E A D M ITTED . 
Th - was a great disappointment to those 
accustomed to put themselves on record, 
and who are not averse to taking a hand at 
the political wheel. All things considered, 
though, it was a wise arrangement, for ii' 
doctors disagree, so. and m uch more so in 
the application of remedies, do these doc­ 
tors ot divinity. 
The truth is that but for the understand­ 
ing that the Conference was not to be asked 
to commit itself in the form of resolutions, 
the conservative churches of the country 
could not have been induced to take part 
in it. Think, too, of the rum pus that 
would have been raised in a Conference 
containing a large Episcopalian element by 
the effort to pass such advanced resolutions 
83 are commonly put forth at radical Meth­ 
odist gatherings. 
Of the proceedings of a body putting 
forth m atter enough daily to fill whole 
pages of the largest newspapers, all that 
can be attempted in a letter or two is to 


IN D IC A T E BY A FE W NOTES 
And comments what was the apparent drift 
of sentim ent of the topics discussed. In 
the opening address of President Dodge, of 
the Alliance, two interesting points were 
that the largest proportion of the wealth of 
the country was in nominal membership in 
the churches, but was, unfortunately, ’not 
being used as it should for the advance­ 
m ent of the churches ; while the poor, the 
largest proportion of whom never en.ered 
places of worship, had, it was held, just 
now begun to think, not alone of their suf­ 
ferings and wants, but of their opportu­ 
nities and power. 
Hon. John Joy, Vice­ 
President, had recently heard a sermon by 
Liishop Potter, of New York, from the text 
“ It is high time to awake,” and he re­ 
garded the Conference as an indication that 
the country was awake. 


T H E ADDRESS O F W ELCOM E 
By Ilishop E. G. Andrews was charming in 
both taste and diction. The Bishon. how­ 
ever, took issue with President Cleveland, 
who had informed Congress the dav before 
that the reduction of the tariff "was the 
question of greatest moment to the na­ 
tion's security and prosperity, by declaring 
that the param ount question was one not 
of revenue, but of character, though, of 
course, he intended no disrespect to his 
Excellency, and did not even mention him. 
The Bishop took a hopeful view of the 
country's condition and warned the Con­ 
ference that it was possible “ to so exagger­ 
ate dangers as to paralyze endeavor.” 


T H E CITY AS A P E R IL . 
Dr. Dorchester, of Boston, the first 
speaker on this theme, held that the city 
was not an unm ixed evil. Its perils were 
in rapid growth, in the large accession of 
vicious elements, and in the heterogeneous 
character of the population. In London 
but one and six-tenths per cent, of the pop­ 
ulation were born outside of Great Britain, 
whereas out of a total of 7,700.000 in fifty 
cities in this country, about one-half were 
foreign born and the children of foreign- 
born parents, this vast mass of foreigners 
having come from over forty different lo­ 
calities of the Old W orld. The great prob­ 
lem 
was, therefore, whether old-world 
subjects could be made new-world citizens. 
Dr. McPherson, of Chicago, in continuing 
this theme, made a brilliant speech, com­ 
pletely captivating the Conference. If the 
nation die she would die, he said, from the 
falling off at her vital centers and from 
fatty degeneration of the heart. The city 
had always ruled in both ancient and mod­ 
ern countries. As went the city to-day so 
would the world go. Christ’s method was 
to begin at Jerusalem, and Paul, following 
him, planted the gospel in the teeming 
populations. 
In Chicago there were 30.000 Bohemians 
in one quarter, and there were hardly five 
Evangelical ministers in the whole country 
who could speak the language of this class. 
The church, he said, was, perhaps, not ripe 
for nnion, but she was rotting for want of 
co-operation. 
The remark that Chicago 
was the only city that had legally sup­ 
pressed the Anarchists was boisterously 
applauded, as was a nleasaut witticism to 
the effect that he had found one good use 
for the devil in the fact that he was told 
when he settled 
in 
Chicago thai the 
churches there were so busy fighting his 
Sat tnic Majesty that they liad no tiiue to 
fight one another. 


IM M IG R A T IO N . 
This subject was ably presented by Prof. 
II jaliutr 11. Boyesen, of Columbia College. 
The obvious deterioration in quality of the 
immigrants pouring in upon thecountry in 
such large numbers was emphasized and 
explained. 
Another deplorable fact was 
that in our public schools the children of 
these immigrants were imbued with a false 
ambition, being taught too much about 
their rights, ana too little, if anything at 
all, respecting their duties. The foreign 
population had changed greatly of late in 
its feeling toward the Government. 
Upon 
a tour of observation 18 years ago he found 
the emigrants in the West and Northwest 
contented with their situation and friendly 
to the United States, hut a recent visit had 
revealed wide spread discontent and ia 
many cases positively hatred, 
lie did not 
believe it to he true any longer that no one 
need starve in this country who was will­ 
ing to work. He advocated strongly and 
eloquently the restriction of immigration, 
m aking the impression, though not ex­ 
pressing it in so many words, that he 
would welcome the passage as a fair solu­ 
tion of the problem of the bill recently in­ 
troduced by Senator Painter. 
The next speaker on this subject was Dr. 
S. L. Baldwin, who, though he now resides 
in Boston, was for twenty years a mission­ 
ary to China, and is one of the stanchest 
friends of the Chinese here. The restric­ 
tion of immigration, he said, had begun at 
the wrong end. 
It should have com­ 
menced, not at the Golden Gate, but at 
Sandy Hook. We exclude the industrious 
Chinese and open our doors to the An­ 
archist and Socialist. H e wanted China­ 
men to have the same protection here that 
Christians had almost universally in China. 
H e had known a missionary to be shielded 
from death by a Buddhist priest, but when 
a hunted Chinaman sought refuge at Rock 
Springs, Wyoming, in the house of a Chris­ 
tian minister, he was told by the minister 
he had better move on, which he did—to 
his death. 


T H E M ISUSE O F W E A L T H . 
President Gates, of Rutger’s College, was 
the essayist on this theme, and he was one 
of the tew selected speakers who did not 
read his remarks, the variation in this par­ 
ticular being quite enjoyable, especially as 
the speaker had his theme so weil iu hand. 
In the language of an Englishman, said 
the speaker. “ We are too beastly prospei- 
o u sin th is country.' 
Industry in money- 
getting could not save us ; that wealth was 
becoming common afforded no guaranty of 
a prosperous commonwealth. The wealthy 
who lived on what had been left them by 
their forefathers were as really paupers as 
were 
those 
supported 
in almshouses. 
W ealth did not exempt from useful indus­ 
try, and the crying need of the times was 
that those having wealth should use it as 
the stewards o f God. 
Dr. Matlock, of 
Philadelphia, thought ministers wore not 
so faithful as they should be in impressing 
upon rich men the duty of denying them ­ 
selves. 


ESTE*. KG EM ENT FROM T H E CH U R CH ES. 
Bishop J. F. Hurst, in representing this 
topic, said that it was true ot the whole of 
Christendom that where one person en­ 
tered the church two passed by. In Berlin, 
with its miliion and a quarter of popula­ 
tion, there were but sixty places of wor­ 
ship. or one church to every 21,000 souls. 
It was better here, though with hut one 
church in New York city to every 2,408 of 
the population, and in St. Louis hut one 
for every 2,800, and other places of like im ­ 
portance not much better off, there was food 
for serious reflection and room for much 
Christian enterprise. The poor must hare 


churches, and must be made welcome 
there. To reach the unevaugelized masses 
the greatest need was to secure the help of 
consecrated women. If women were needed 
in foreign fields, so, and much more so, 
were they needed in the home field. 
Dr. Pierson, of Philadelphia, followed 
in a telling speech, in which he advocated 
more ungloved contact of the rich with the 
poor, and the abolition of the pew system 
in the churches. 


T H E SALOON. 
Dr. R. S. McArthur, of New York, 
opened this pregnant theme, and in doing 
so he opened up something of a hornet's 
nest. H is plea wa3 for unity among the 
friends of temperance, but some thought 
him a little unfair in wanting all to unite 
on his platform of high license. Asking 
what high license was, a voice in tne au­ 
dience cried out •' It’s a compact with the 
Devil,” but the speaker was not at all 
embarrassed, and while some evidently 
dissented, it was clear that a large num ber 
in the audience heartily indorsed his 
views. 
H e bad recently been attacked, he 
said, by the Voice, and ihe meanest things 
ever said of temperance people were said 
by those of their own ranks. 
In twenty 
months 1,800 saloons had been closed iti 
New York City, and he proposed to stay in 
the field until trium ph came. 
Dr. Haygood. of Georgia, one of the 
brightest men in all the Sunny South, 
observed that the thing most to he feared 
in connection with the saloon was that the 
mass of the people did not fear it. The 
saloon he held to be chiefly responsible for 
the distress among laboring people. 
The 
poor had other good grounds to complain, 
but if the saloon were out of the way all 
else could be borne. 
Referring to emanci­ 
pation, he held it to be a great blessing, but 
appealed powerfully to those who had 
freed the slaves to see that they were not 
now crushed by the saloon.

RAILROAD RATES. 


O a k la n d F e r ry 
C h a rg e s 
a n d 
C e rta in 
F re ig h t K ates. 
Creed H aym ond, attorney for the South­ 
ern Pacific Company, has addressed a com­ 
munication to the State Board of Railroad 
Commissioners in reference to the order re­ 
cently made by the Board relative to com­ 
mutation tickets on the Oakland ferries, 
which, the raiiroad claimed, the Board had 
not the authority to make, and notified the 
Commissioners of an intention to contest 
in the Supreme Court. “ The company 
which I represent,” says Mr. Haymond. 
“ has been charged through the pubiic press 
with an attem pt to delay the consideration 
of the matter upon its merits, while the re­ 
verse is really the case. The company has 
for years been engaged in the business of 
transporting passengers to and front Oak­ 
land and its suburban towns. The service 
is a double one. The ferry and the trains 
necessary for the land carriage are probably 
superior to any other service’ of like kind in 
the world. 
The 
commutation 
tickets 
formerly issued were grossly abused by 
manv of the purchasers, and the company 
was, to a great extent, deprived of its 
local single-trip rates, out of which its 
profits were chiefly derived. The induce­ 
ment to give the commutation rate was the 
building up of the city of Oakland and the 
adjacent towns, and thereby obtain busi­ 
ness at the regular rates, which are exceed­ 
ingly low. 
It was supposed that the com­ 
mutation ticket would be purchased and 
used by the head of the family, residing in 
Oakland or adjacent towns, and doing bus- 
ness in tían Francisco, while the other 
members of the family and visitors, and 
people engaged in occupations requiring 
more than one trip daily would pay the 
regular rates, which alone would compen­ 
sate the company for the expenditure in­ 
curred in equipping and operating the 
ferry and connecting trains. I think it 
proper to make this statem ent because 
there has gone abroad the idea that the 
company is unreasonable in its action, and 
that its motive is to bring on a conflict be­ 
tween your Board and itself. I need not 
assure the Commission that nothing is fur­ 
ther from the truth.” 
In a second communication Mr. Hay- 
ntond applies to the Board for a suspension 
of the older recently made reducing freight 
rates between certain points on the North­ 
ern Division of the Southern I’acific road. 
“ The reduction.” he says, “ would am ount 
to about 10 per cent, of the gross receipts. 
The net profits of tiie road do not amount 
to 10 per cent, of the gross proceeds, and a 
general reduction of 10 per cent, would for 
tor the present year leave, and would for 
several years past have left, the company 
without receipts to pay operating expenses 
and the interest on its bonded debt. These 
rates are very much lower than those of 
any local road in this State not operated by 
the Southern Pacific, and upon all leading 
articles of general merchandise are con­ 
siderably less than the rates charged 
by the Chicago and Northwestern Railway 
to points of greater commercial importance 
and which enjoy direct rail competition. I 
wish to call your attention to the fact that 
the rates to and from the points affected 
are reasonable and in fair proportion to 
those to and from other stations on the 
line, while if you should insist upon the 
reductions in question you would throw 
those rates out of proportion to other rates, 
and to make an unjust discrimination be­ 
tween points upon the same line of road. 
In view of these facts we respectfully re­ 
quest your honorable Board to suspend for 
a time the order referred to, as we are sat­ 
isfied that upon reconsideration we can 
make such a showing in this matter as will 
lead, at least, to its modification, if not its 
abrogation.”—S. F. Bulletin.

liad 1 to introduce my readers to the 
most un-European scene I know of, I think 
I should ask him to take a seat with m ein 
a native canoe and paddle up tlje graceful 
windings of the Meimbun river. 
A t its 
mouth the huts, built on seaweed-covered 
[tiles, form each a separate island. 
The 
floors are raised a bare three feet above 
the level of the water, and one needs not 
better evidence of the fact that here at 
least we tire in stormless seas. 
On the 
palm-stern platforms in front of the en­ 
trance the natives squat, while around are 
playing half a dozen naked little Cupids, 
now- plunging into the water, now pad­ 
dling races in m iniature canoes. 
A little 
further and we enter the river, whose wa­ 
ter is so clear and pure and bright that one 
longs to tumble in, clothes and all. 
Close 
to the hanks lies the market-place, a pict­ 
uresque jum ble of ponies, ripe bananas, red 
-arongs, palm-leaf 
stalls and 
flashing 
spears. 
Beyond, the sea-going praus are 
hauled up on shore, their unwieldly sterns 
a mass of quaint carving. Then through a 
tinv beach bordered by the Nipa palm, 
whose graceful fronds, thirty or forty feet 
in length, spring directly front the stream, 
and we find ourselves in a sort of upper 
town, where the houses are built with 
seeming indifference either in or out of the 
water. 
The place is the absolute perfec­ 
tion of beauty and untidiness. Overhead 
the eye rests on a wealth of verdure— 
bamboo, banana, durian, jack-fruit and the 
arrowy betel palm, with its golden egg­ 
like nuts. 
In these happy climes man’s 
needs grow at his very door. 
Cold and 
hunger, misery and want, are words w ith­ 
out a meaning. 
Civilization is far off in­ 
deed, and for the moment, at least, we have 
no desire for it.— The Cruise of the Mar- 
cheta. 


M a r r y i n g b y B a n s .—The Xorth Amer­ 
ican Review, published in Philadelphia, 
says: It lias always been the laudable 
practice of the Roman Catholic Church to 
surround the marriage relation witli vari­ 
ous safeguards, and in deciding ujion the 
strict enforcement of the salutary rule 
which requires the publication of bans, 
Archbishop Ryan is at once following a 
long established custom and doing the 
community a substantial service. 
The 
more publicity is thrown upon the con­ 
tracting of matrimony the better, and 
there is no more effectual way of securing 
publicity than the reading of marriage 
bans in church according to the ancient 
custom. 
In theory bans have always been 
required under the Roman Catholic rule, 
hut here in Philadelphia, and probably in 
other places, a practice had grown up of 
allowing dispensations at so much apiece 
w ith unwise facility. 
The Archbishop 
does weil to draw the line with a great de­ 
gree of strictness.

Chief Executive Officer W heeler of the 
State Board of V iticulture says: 
“ Yine- 
yardists are ooncerning themselves about 
the planting to be made for another year, 
the question of phylloxera and the resist­ 
ant vines entering largely into their calcu­ 
lations, inasmuch as the ravages of the 
phylloxera have been more marked than 
ever before. 
The R iparia and Lenoir are 
extensively relied on for good soils, Ku[>e- 
stris taking the lead in dry and gravelly 
locations and soils wanting in lime. 
This 
latter variety is extremely scarce tn Cali­ 
fornia and cuttings have been imported 
from Texas to fill the demand. Among di­ 
rect producers the P etit Bouchet and the 
Alicante Bouchet are favorites where color 
is needed, as they at the same time 
bear a heavy crop. N ext to them in im­ 
portance stand the Móndense, which is 
also a very heavy bearer. 
Among white 
gra[>cs, the Colombar, known in this coun­ 
try as the Sauvignon Vert, is the pro­ 
nounced favorite, its adaptability to all 
soils, climates and exposures found in the 
bay counties making it nearly everybody’s 
choice. 
It grows a large crop anil abun­ 
dant foliage to prevent sunburn. 
The 
Muscat will form probably the largest part 
of next year’s planting, particularly in 
southern and 
interior 
counties, where 
raisin drying has proved successful. 
No 
other grape is so extensively propagated 
for that purjtose. 
Of raisins, the produc­ 
tion for last season will he from 7-50,000 to 
800,000 boxes.” 


BIG PROFITS ON WALNUTS. 
A day or two ago Sam A. Maxwell, 
Monrovia’s 200-pound real estate agent, 
laid upon the Planet table a number of 
walnuts grown upon the trees on his place 
at Duarte, about a mile from Monrovia. 
They were exceedingly large nuts, well 
filled with splendid meat. 
Sam said: “ I 
saw where you said last week that a Santa 
Ana man had realized $0 per tree, or $250 
to $300 per acre for his walnuts this year, 
and I thought I had lieltcr come in and 
tell you th at we ran heat th at all hollow 
at Duarte.” 
And then he gave a state­ 
ment of his yield this year. 
H elias 147 
trees, or nearly five acre’s. 
The trees are 
twenty-five and thirty years old, and are 
very large. 
They have been hearing now 
for a score of years, and the yield is con­ 
stantly increasing. 
The trees are known 
to live a hundred years and bear everv 
year. 
But to the point. 
The crop this 
year averages three sacks to the tree, 
which would he 441 sacks, each running 
00 pounds. 
The entire crop can he sold at 
ten cents a pound, or $0 a sack, making 
the yield $2,040 for the five acres, or about 
$530 an acre. 
Deduct from this the cost 
of the sacks at 9 cents each and it would 
leave $2,006. 
This is about all the outlay. 
The owner is generally saved the trouble 
of shipping them, as the buyer purchases 
them on the ground. 
W alnuts are far 
easier grown than oranges. 
They don’t 
need half the attention. 
One man with a 
team could take care of ten acres and 
have over half of his tinjc free. 
When 
the trees are younger other produce can be 
grown between them. 
Parties who have 
seen these walnuts say they are the best 
this year. 
Sam also says that the trim ­ 
mings of the trees furnishes his house 
with all the fire-wood required. 
Trulv 
there are worse avocations than raising 
walnuts.— Monrovia Planet. 


MONEY IN APPLES. 
Richard Windsor, of M alarin, was in 
Salinas 
several 
days 
this week, and 
informed 
the writer that 
he had an 
abundant crop 
of 
apples 
this 
year. 
Mr. W indsor is a pioneer fruit man in this 
valley, and was among the first to explode 
the idea that the Salinas valley is good for 
nothing but grain-growing. 
From two 
trees, eleven years old, he picked this year 
thirty-eight 
boxes of bellflowers, 
and 
from a quarter of an acre of trees of differ­ 
ent ages, he picked four hundred boxes. 
These apples, which are A No. 1, sell 
readily for 75 cents per lx>x. 
Thus, it will 
he seen that from two trees Mr. Windsor 
realized $28 50, and th at from a quarter of 
an acre he realized $300. 
He has about 
ten acres in fruit, but many of his trees 
are yet only quite young, and have not 
come into full bearing.—Ex. 


CALIFORNIA LEMONS. 
A writer, who explains the cause of the 
l>oor quality of California lemons, says the 
fault lies w ith the orchardist. 
A lemon 
ripened on the trees is valueless, and is 
think-skinned and of too great size. 
If 
you are a connoisseur in such matters, vou 
will note th at imported lemons do not rot 
easily, are thin-skinned, juicy and of uni­ 
form size. 
In Sicily the lemon is picked 
when perfectly green and placed in l>oxes 
of dry sand, where it remains four or five 
months to rijien; then it is sorted and 
stripped. 
Probably 
if the 
California 
lemons were ripened in this way the com­ 
plaints that they are hitter would cease.— 
Exchange. 


FOR INCREASE OF MILK. 
W arm water for cows to drink in winter 
is beginning to he understood as one of the 
essentials in successful w inter dairying. 
Even drinking ice-cold water in winter so 
chills the cow’s system and lowers its tem- 
jierature as to cause a marked diminution 
in the flow of milk. 
Exposure to a pierc­ 
ing cold draft of air on leaving the stable 
and going but a short distance to drink, 
plainly shows in the shrinkage of the mess 
of milk. 
Hence it pays to not only warm 
the water for the cows to drink, but to give 
it to them in the stable, or under shelter, 
in severe winter weather. 
These things, 
which have a solid foundation in common 
sense, have not been thought of or dis­ 
cussed, much less practiced, until within a 
few years past. 
But they are destined to 
become of universal acceptance, and no in­ 
telligent dairyman will think of dispens­ 
ing with anything that adds to the cow’s 
comfort.—Prairie Farmer. 


HOW PEPPERMINT IS GROWN. 
Pepperm int (Mentha piperita) is a native 
of Europe, but easily grown in this coun­ 
try. 
Its main use, outside of the culinary 
garden, where it is grown to some extent 
around large cities for flavoring, is for dis­ 
tillation. 
Spring is the best time for 
planting. 
Light furrows are made, in 
which the running underground roots are 
planted in a nearly continuous row, about 
eighteen inches apart. 
These may be cov­ 
ered by the feet, rake, or any other m eth­ 
od. 
Except the ordinary hoeing and 
cleaning, no further care is required until 
the cutting. 
This will be about tiie end of 
August or September, and the crop is har­ 
vested as the still can use it up. 
W hen 
cut the plants are allowed to lie a day or 
two to partially wilt. 
A plantation will 
last ordinarily three or four years, but the 
first crop is usually the liest and heaviest, 
weeds being very troublesome in old beds. 
The essential oil, as in other things, Ls ob­ 
tained by means of the worm still, and the 
product ranges from fifteen to twenty 
pounds per acre. 
Of course after the arti­ 
cle is obtained a market is needed. 
Pep­ 
permint is generally most profitable where 
a quantity is grown together. 
St. Joseph 
county, Mich., used years ago to lie noted 
for its pepjienniut. 
W hether it is yet we 
are not advised, but think it is.—Prairie 
Farmer. 
GENERAL NOTES. 
The greatest drawback to dairying, says 
an Eastern writer, is that the dairymen 
buy their cows and do not raise them . 
Under such a system there can be very 
little improvement, while the average yield 
of milk cannot be increased. 
L’nder the 
system now practiced two cows are kept 
where one would suffice if she were of an 
improved breed. 
Y’et the opportunities 
fo- improvement are w ithin the reach of 
all, as a single male will change the 
characteristics of an entire herd in a few 
years. 
It is often remarked that too much ma­ 
nure will produce plenty of vine and but 
little fruit. 
Tnis is due to the manure be- 


duees an extra growth of vine, but where 
the manure contains a sufficiency of phos­ 
phoric acid and potash, as well as of nitro­ 
gen, there will not only be healthy vine, 
but an abundance of truit also. 
An exchange says: 
The best mode of 
preserving ig g s is to use eggs from hens 
that are not in company with cocks, as 
such eggs will keep three or four times as 
long as those th at are fertile. 
Keep the 
eggs in a cool piace on a rack, and turn 
them twice a week. 
If fresh, no packing 
m aterial will be necessary. 
.Sheep not only manure the land upon 
which they may be hurdled or pastured, 
but they distribute it evenly, ami press it 
into the soil. 
There is an old maxim that 
“ the foot of the sheep is gold to tiie 
farmer.” 
Lice on fowls will cause them to droop. 
The poultry-house must be cleaned, coal 
oil applied freely, and the hens well dusted 
with insect powder.

T h e C om ing Mu t v»* P o w e r. 
Let anyone consider what the steam en­ 
gine was forty years ago, and then ex­ 
amine the very latest improved compound 
engines of to-day, with all its appliances 
for economy and efficient service, and then 
let him try to estimate what the electric 
motor of thirty years hence will he. 
The 
compound engine, with its wonderful per­ 
formance, has come as a result of long 
practice, large experience, profound study 
and the application of a wide.acquaintance 
with principles. 
W hy should not the 
electric motor gain as much from the same 
sources? 
And if is shall so gain, is it un­ 
reasonable to suppose th at electricity may 
crowd out steam in a good many eases as a 
source of power? 
If large power can he 
stored in the form of electricity, so that 
it may be transported on a street car, why 
may it not he generated at one point and 
then be shipped to another, like any ordi­ 
nary commodity, to he used as it is wanted ? 
W hy, for example, should not the water­ 
power of Niagara be employed to generate 
power, which shall then lie stored, trans­ 
ported and sold to operate mills in Phila­ 
delphia? There is a regular market now 
for coal; why should there not then be a 
regular market for stored power? Why 
should not a mill owner then go out and 
buy his power for the season just as he 
buys his cotton, his wool, or his dye-stuffs? 
If power can be haled up like cotton, or 
barreled like sugar, then we shall have 
power dealers, jiower brokers, and may be 
a power exchange—in fact all the details 
of a new and important industry. 
Is this 
a fantastic supposition? Not half so fan­ 
tastic as the notion of traveling from Bos­ 
ton to Philadelphia in a single night was 
to our grandfathers. 
It is rather a elearlv 
indicated possibility, the promise of which 
is contained in the street car which is now 
moving about under an impulse derived 
from a steam engine that stopped before 
the car started.— Textile Record.

be assisted by your master, who will [day 
two pieces at your concert.” 
Liszt kept 
his promise, and by his disinterested kind­ 
ness saved the girl’s reputation.

In d ia aa a W h e a t P ro d u c e r. 
Consul-1General Bonham says India is a 
dangerous competitor of the United States. 
The report of Consul-General Bonham at 
Calcutta, British India, treats at length of 
the wheat interests of that country. 
The area devoted to wheat in 1886 was 
about 27,500,000 acres, and tiie total yield 
289,000,000 bushels. 
As compared with 
the wheat of the Pacific coast, the Indian 
wheat is inferior, but when exported to 
Europe it is mixed and ground w ith wheat 
of a superior quality, by which process a 
fair marketable grade of Hour is obtained. 
The method of cultivating the soil is in 
the main the same as it was centuries ago, 
and there scents to lie great difficulty in in­ 
ducing the farmer to invest in modern 
agricultural implements, and yet, w ith all 
the simple and prim itive methods, the In­ 
dian farmers can, in the opinion of the 
Consul-General, successfully compete with 
those of the United States in the produc­ 
tion of wheat. 
This is due to the fact that 
the Indian farmer's outfit represents a capi­ 
tal of not more than $40 or $50, and his 
hired help works, feeds, and clothes him ­ 
self on about $2 50 a month. 
The export 
of wheat from British India has increased 
from 300,000 ewt. in 1868, to 21,000,000 
cwt. in 1S86, and the increase of 1886 over 
1885 amounts to about 5,000,01X1 cwt. 
The Consul-General says that some of 
his predecessors have claimed that tire 
United States has nothing to fear from 
india as a competitor 111 the production of 
wheat. 
In this view he does not concur, 
and believes that to-day India is second 
only to the United States ¡11 wheat-grow­ 
ing. 
Furthermore, 
wheat-growing 
in 
India is yet in its infancy, and its further 
development depends principally upon the 
means of transportation to the sea-board. 
lie fears that with the cheap native labor 
of India and the constantly-growing facili­ 
ties for transportation, the United States 
will find her a formidable competitor as a 
producer of wheat.

of the first great transcontinental rail­ 
ways. 
The construction of the California and 
Oregon Railroad has been prosecuted un­ 
der difficulties and in the face of oppo­ 
sition and 
obstacles 
that would have 
dismayed less men determined and cour­ 
ageous than the pioneer railway builders 
of the State. One only of the little group 
of men who conceived, planned and carried 
out to development and full maturity the 
railway system of California will to-day he 
so fortunate as to he present at the com­ 
pletion of the great trunk line paralleling 
the Pacific coast. 
H is co-laborers, still 
living, arc at diflerent posts ofself-imposed 
or public duty, hut watching with pro- 
foiindest interest the fall of the hammer 
in his hands that rounds out and finishes 
another of their great conceptions, and all 
of which have been such mighty factors in 
the maturing of this coast, and the devel­ 
opment of its boundless resources. 
There was time and time again when 
these untiring men of iron will and una- 
bating energy might have retired, crowned 
witli honors, to spend in freedom from care 
well-earned years of rest and quietude. 
They have not availed of these opportu­ 
nities, hut have continued in harness, pro­

railroad builders. 
The State does then 
honor to-day, and pays the proud tri ute 
«if acknowledgment to their splendid in 
dustrial conquests. 
As the atmosphere of 
years of contention is cleared of the pre 
judice envy, political chicane, business 
jealously and misdirected 
philanthropy, 
which have done battle against the railwa 
builders of the State, the world secs 
clearly how stupendous are the enterprises 
they originated, and with what untiring 
energy and unshaken determination they 
have Wen carried out. 
W hen the history 
<if the land is written from a standpoint 
far distant in time, the plans and achieve­ 
ments of these railway pioneers of the 
Pacific will lie recorded as among the 
grandest results of human energy and 
business genius. 
We have so frequently dwelt upon the 
commercial significance of the completion 
o f the California and (Iregon road, and tho 
immense value to the State of the new 
current of trade to throb along it' iron 
arteries, that it is not necessary now to 
more than refer to the subject.

It ought to lie wholly unnecessary to call 
attention to the fact that the Supreme 
Court has decided that every requirement 
of the law must he complied witli to make 
an election valid. 
In precisely a similar 
case th at Court decided the question— 
which is no question in fact—and held that 
where polls were not opened until five 
hours after the hour the law prescribes, no 
lawful election was held. 
The only differ­ 
ence between that case and the present is 
that the Sacramento polls were closed four 
hours, when they should have been open, j liberty, 
while in the Santa Clara case they were 
closed five hours of the time when they 
should have been open. 
Cut the gentleman whom the people 
have chosen in Sacramento to advise their 
officials of the law says the objection 
raised to the election is hut a “ techni­ 
cality.” Lexicographers define “ techni­ 
cality ’’ to lie that which is technical or 
peculiar to any trade, profession, sect or 
the like. 
Certainly, Mr. Attorney H art 
does not mean it In that sense ; it must be, 
therefore, that he employes it in the popu­ 
lar sense in which it is understood, that is> 
a strict observance, hut not an absolutely 
essential one; 
a clinging to the letter 
rather than the spirit of the law. 
Yet 
common ordinary sense, which has not 
been trained in the technicals of the pro­ 
fession of the law, advises the layman th at 
when the law fixes hours w ithin which he 
may express his will by his ballot, no 
power in the Government can, without 
legal process, deprive him of that right, 
and not invade and offend a principle 
sacred to freemen. 
There is an old maxim 
of the law, that it does not take note of 
minutes, hut this is a case of ho u rs; of 
more than a third of our daily waking 
hours; of a large portion of a day. 
It is 
a ease of violation of a law expressly 
passed that broader opportunity m ight he 
afforded voters to cast their ballots. 
It 
was passed in response to a popular de­ 
mand, and was given all the publicity 
that is usual. 
The City Attorney ought 
to have known it, as he is presumed to 
keep posted iqxin statutes affecting public 
rights, and he should have advised the 
Trustees th at their direction to the election 
officers was error. 
H ad he volunteered in 
this instance, it would not have been con­ 
sidered im pertinence. 
The suggestion is ventured that City 
Attorney H art cannot find a well-read, 
thinking, reasoning lawyer in the State 
who will concur in his opinion. 
If he 
does not know that he advised the Trus­ 
tees against the law and in avoidance of 
it, then it is made painfully clear that the 
|>eople need a better informed and better 
reasoning legal adviser. 
If he does know 
better; if he is informed a3 to the law but 
advised the Trustees as he did for policy 
sake, then he is an unsafe adviser, since it 
is his duty not to define policies, hut to in­ 
struct the Board upon 
the law. 
In 
either view, the 
City 
Attorney 
has 
not added, by his “ opinion,” 
to the 
immensity of the respect his high office as 
counselor for a m unicipality is supposed 
to inspire. 
There is enough in the dangerous pre­ 
cedent Mr. H art hits advised the Trustees 
to make, to render it worth while to give 
the City Attorney a lesson in law from the 
bench of a Court, and it is to be hoped 
some citizen will feel enough interest in 
even-handed justice to object to some one 
of the elected officers being installed, and 
challenge his claim in a way to bring the 
m atter before the Superior Court, th at the 
law in the m atter may he furnished to the 
City Attorney at second-hand—as it is un­ 
likely that he will accept it I >m lavmen 
to whom reason and the plain language of 
the Supreme Court are sufficient.

COMMON SENSE LAW. 


In Los Angeles an 1 Sacramento last 
week elections were held. 
The law re­ 
quires, by express mandate, that the polls 
shall open at 6 A. m. and close at 7 p . m. 
in a’1 elections. 
In the two cities named 
the polls were opened at 8 a . m. and closed 
a few minutes after 4 r. m . 
In Los Ang­ 
eles it is conceded on all sides, by lawyers 
and laymen, that the elect on was invalid. 
In Sacramento it is decided by City A t­ 
torney H art that it is valid, and that it is 
a IIKYC “technicality” that was not ob­ 
served. 
On the strength of that “opinion” 
the City Ti u&ees have canvassed the re­ 
turns, and certificates of election will issue. 
I t s more creditable to the Sacramento 
Attorney to believe that he is insincere 
than to hold that he does not know better. 
I f not the first, then the latter, and there 
is no escape from it. 
The fixing of the hour for the opening 
and closing of the {Kills is a mandate, not a 
direction. 
If officers can sliorteu the elec­ 
tion period by over four hours, as was done 
last week, and the election still be valid, 
th e n th ev can d i g --it rig h t Lour», in the 
Interest of some scheme, and shear it down 
to ten minutes of open polls, and still the 
result determine who shall administer pub- 


Judge Hoffman, of the U nited States 
D istrict Court at San Francisco, while 
doing his simple duty in punishing the 
Chinese slaver, still deserves the hearty 
thanks of the country for the position he 
has taken. 
It is simply amazing that citizens at the 
East of our common country are so in ­ 
different to the exposures made upon tills 
coast of the revival of the slave trade. 
If 
it should develop th at a certain class of 
men at the port of ÍTew York were im­ 
porting white women, purchased in 
a 
foreign land, and selling and delivering 
them to parties in the various Eastern 
cities, who held them in bondage and com­ 
pelled them to follow the basest of voca­ 
tions; if it should be shown that such a 
traffic in human beings was regularly car­ 
ried on in New York, and 
that the 
wretched objects 
of it were held in 
servility beside 
which old-time 
negro 
slavery would lie bounding freedom, the 
great East would lie stirred to its utter­ 
most bounds and its profoutidest depths, 
and society would enter a protest that 
would make the whole air of the Union 
resonant with the energy of its anger. 
The entire enginery of the Government 
would lie employed and all the majestic 
power of the law invoked to put an end at 
once to such an infamous form of slavery. 
Yet, save that the women are yellow and 
are Mongols, there is no difference w hat­ 
ever between the supposed case on the 
A tlantic side of the continent, and the 
fact tqion the Pacific shores of the nation. 
By reason of years of familiarity with 
the Chinese slave trade, our people have 
become in a degree insensible to its en< r- 
;niu aiel cawicss concerning the traffic in 
human flesh ard blood carried on in their 
midst. 
At tins East our brethren have 
been taught to [believe that the story of 
the slave trade In California is a figment 
of our fancy, o r|it best an outrageous ex­ 
aggeration of the established social condi­ 
tion of women in the scheme of Chinese 
civilization. 
Possibly, now th at in the United States 
District Court a t San Francisco, a jury has, 
after a fair and ádm trial, found a dealer 
guilty of “ slating,” and that a Judge, 
whose incorruptibility and im partiality 
are beyond all qaestion, has sentenced the 
defendant to ten years imprisonment and 
a line of seveial thousand dollars, our 
brethren of the Atlantic slope may liegin 
to ask among t hansel ves, “ can it lie true 
that after all we Jiave done such injustice 
to Californians asjtu treat their statements 
concerning Chinase slavery with scorn?’ 
Before the maieli of ideas, and the up­ 
rise of hum an rights African slavery was 
crushed out of existence in the United 
States, and the last stain of the infamy 
washed away in ÜK blood of freemen.

the nation. 
Long before our young men 
can exercise the sovereign right, they are 
active workers in political fields, and serve 
their land in arms and in civic walks. 
W hy the alien, who spends hut a very 
few of the mature years of his life with us 
prior to investment w ith the insignia of 
citizenship, should 
enjoy such superior 
privileges to native-born youth, cannot be 
successfully shown, insist the advocates 
of the 
twenty-one years of probation. 
They 
add 
th at 
there 
ought 
to 
be 
expected 
much 
less of 
the matured 
alien in whom prejudices are apt to be 
deep-seated, from whose m ind false ideas 
of government are difficult to eradicate, 
and whose capacity to take up and study a 
system of constitutional government is lim ­ 
ited because of fixed habits of thought, 
and the lack of early association with free 
institutions. 
By our present system, we 
expect a m ature man in the first five years 
of his struggle in a new land to acquire a 
knowledge of our system and laws, anti to 
as fully enter into their spirit, as it is 
given a native-born in three times that 
period, at least, to do. All the signs of 
the times indicate that Senator Stanford's 
bill 
will 
be 
a 
popular 
measure 
and 
there are strong and logical rea­ 
sons for believing that the amendment 
will he so well received that its chiefest 
opiainents will be found in the lower order 
of politicians who desire to continue in 
the notorious trading and misuse of the 
voting privilege, especially in great cities. 
The bill does not go to the extent of re­ 
quiring twenty-one years of residence as a 
condition to the admission of aliens to cit­ 
izenship ; it simply extends the period 
now equal to ten years, when the alien 
came to the country after he had attained 
his majority. For those coming under age, 
but six years’ residence is required. 
Cer­ 
tainly this is not a radical measure. 
It 
demands only that the foreign-born shall 
reside in the country long enough for the 
average man to acquire, by the experience 
of everv-day lile, and by study if he will, 
fair knowledge of the country, the theory 
of the Republic, and fam iliarity with our 
laws and the underlying principles of free 
government. 
It may well be said that the 
adult who, after ten years’ residence in the 
United 
States, docs 
not 
fairly under­ 
stand our method of government, and be­ 
come attached to its principles and institu­ 
tions, is lieyond the power of political re­ 
demption. 
Eleven years 
more 
would 
scarcely improve his intellect, or make him 
more devoted to the land of his adoption, 
providing always, that he is a fairly intel­ 
ligent man. 
Indeed the additional eleven 
years might root him deeper in prejudice, 
and confirm him in error, so that it is 
probable we shall have just as good results 
from an extension to ten as to twenty-one 
years. 
Moreover it is almost foregone 
th at the ten-year hill can be passed now, 
while one for twenty-one years would 
awaken antagonism, at this time, which 
might defeat any amendment whatever, of­ 
fered after a failure to adopt the full limit.

It is an age of surprises, and not the 
most astonishing one is the statement of 
authority th at the attribution of so many 
diseases to sewerage is error. 
Scientific 
investigators now claim that sewer air is 
comparatively free fjpm noxious gases and 
contains proportionately fewer micro-or­ 
ganisms than the outer air. 
The investi­ 
gations were made in large ventilated 
sewers and attention was called to the fact 
that scavengers, plumbers and men work­ 
ing about sewers seem to enjoy good health 
and were very free from zymotic diseases. 
The investigators believe th at disease from 
defective drainage is frequent in houses 
where there are holes iu the pipes, open 
joints or unused fixtures, and where there 
are no traps in the fixtures. 
It was found 
th at holes in sewer pipes lieeame covered 
with slimy deposits and that these when 
dried and crumbled into dust spread mi­ 
asma and fever. 
However this may be, it is a fact that 
cannot be gainsayed, that since the intro­ 
duction of standing basins, sinks and tubs 
in bouses, w ith pipes leading to sewers, 
there has been more complaint of ills 
arising from foul air than were heard 
about houses of the old time that had no 
“ modern appliances.” 
In some first-class 
hotels the prejudice against the sewer pipe 
is recognized by the closing of the station­ 
ary basins, and the restoration of the old- 
fashioned bowl and pitcher. 
The middle 
ground is probably the safe and true one. 
Plum bing connecting houses with sewers 
when well done, is better for the occupants 
of the dwelling, than the old methods of1 
home drainage. 
But if the plumbing is 
poorly done, and the trapping and venti­ 
lation are insufficient, then the household 
would he better off in the old-fashioned 
dwelling. 
Sanitary knowledge and sani­ 
tary appliances are such in these days that 
there is no excuse for sewer gas entering 
houses at all. 


T h e Democracy does not wish to abol­ 
ish the internal revenue tax—that much is 
certain. 
In the case of the repeal of the 
tobacco tax, which Mr. Cleveland con­ 
cedes, a compact was made with Virginians 
last fall, of which politicians are fully 
cognizant, but it was not in the original 
programme to ex eu n t even that much.

It is possible tliat in the fact th at the abo­ 
lition of internal revenue would throw out 
of position an army of officials, while 
tariff reduction, by increasing imports, 
would call for the appointment of addi­ 
tional large batches of customs officialsj 
one purpose of the policy of the Democ­ 
racy is to be found. 
There are 85 collect 
ors and 3,500 other officials in the internal 
revenue service. 
These are now about all 
hard-shell Democrats, and they do not pro­ 
pose, after being kept from the public crib 
so long, to be pulled oil' after just getting 
back to the feeding stalls. 
The internal 
revenue amounts to $118,000,000; the sur­ 
plus for 1886 was $103,000,000. 
W hy can­ 
not Mr. Cleveland attain the desired end 
by abolishing the internal tax, and leaving 
the tariff’ untouched, besides saving the 
salaries of an army of officials ? 


T h e Hemlandel, the Swedish organ of 
Chicago, has an appeal in English in be­ 
half of foreign immigration, saying: 
“As 
regards Sweden, it hasn’t in that eotin- 
try more than one Socialist. 
He is a 
tailor, who learned socialism in Germany, 
and enjoyed perfect freedom in Old Sweden. 
For the curiosity of the thing, he cannot 
be spared for America. 
Now, because a 
few Germans who have been driven out 
from Germany on account of their anarch­ 
istic views, have, true to their nature, 
raised the impossible red banner in this 
country, Is there a shadow of fairness and 
reason in maintaining that all Germans 
and all other foreigners must lie A narch­ 
ists ?” 
No one has seriously so claimed. 
It may lie unfortunate, in a sense, for the 
German name that most Anarchists in this 
country have been Germans, but it is not 
in the mind of anyone worthy of consider- 
tion held to be a reproach to all Germans 
or to Germany. 
The Hemlandet is sensi­ 
tive to an excessive degree in defending 
Germans. 
They need no defense. 
They 
are, in America, as a class, frugal, indus­ 
trious, 
law-abiding, 
intelligent 
peo­ 
ple, able to defend themselves in debate 
and to justify their conduct lieforc the 
public. 
There are Germans, as there are 
Englishmen and Frenchmen, who arc radi­ 
cal Socialists and bomb-throwing A narch­ 
ists. 
The doctrines of these schools of 
agitators do not relate to nationality, and 
attach no shame to the law-abiding, order- 
loving man, because, perchance, some of 
his tongue embrace them.

E d s. R ec o b d U n io n : There is some dis­ 
cussion about the Bates-W ater W orks de­ 
cision recently made by 
the Supreme 
Court, and the effect it is to have on our 
city taxes, debt, etc. There seems to be a 
general impression that the decision is dis­ 
astrous to the cilv. That it will increase 
our rate of taxation w ithout any corre­ 
sponding benefit to the city. This I think 
is a mistaken view of the case. The 
following points were before the Court for 
its decision : 
First—Are the bondholders entitled un­ 
der the Funding Act to 55 hundredths of 
the gross receipts, or only 55 hundredths of 
the net income from the water rates? 
This point was decided in favor of the 
bondholders, and against the city. 
Second—Could the Treasurer' be com­ 
pelled to set aside, for the interest and sink­ 
ing fund, 55 hundredths of the gross re 
ceipts from water rates which came into 
his hand during the fiscal year in which 
the suit was brought ; to wit, from April 1, 
1885, to January 29, 1380, the day the com­ 
plaint was tiled ? 
This point the Supreme Court decides 
against the bondholders, and in favor of 
the city. 
T hird—Could the Treasurer (under this 
mandam us proceeding) be compelled to set 
aside for the benefit of the interest and 
sinking fund fifty-five hundredths of the 
gross receipts from the water rates that 
come into his hands pending this litiga­ 
tion, to wit: between January 29, 1886, and 
the day the judgm ent will be entered up in 
the Superior Court, to w it: say about Janu­ 
ary 1, 1888? 
This point the Supreme Court also de­ 
cided for the city and against the bond­ 
holders. 
There was a fourth point which was not 
necessarily required to be decided iu the 
case, yet came up incidentally in the argu­ 
m ent of Judge Thornton sustaining his 
opinion, and is of great consequence to the 
city. Judge Thornton holds in effect that 
the passage of the Funding Act of 1858, the 
issuance of the bonds thereunder, and the 
acceptance of the same by the creditors, 
made a m utual contract. The city on her 
part undertaking to set apart certain rev­ 
enues for the payment of these bonds and 
coupons in the m anner prescribed by the 
statute. 
The bondholders on their part 
agreeing to look only to this fund so set 
apart for the paym ent of their debts, and 
in no case ever to sue the city or attem pt to 
hold her other revenue or property re­ 
sponsible for the payment of these bonds 
and interest. 
I have not given the lan­ 
guage of Judge Thornton, but I thiuk that 
is about what he means. If, then, I am 
not mistaken in his meaning, this puts a 
quietus on the claim of Sam Davis and 
others for interest on overdue coupons and 
the bonds after they fall due. 
The benefit that the city will derive from 
the settlement of this point will certainly 
be very great. 
The decision of the second and third 
points, if it had been against the city, 
would have been very disastrous. 
It would 
have embarrassed her finances and in­ 
volved her in new litigation and trouble. 
Fortunately she has escaped this embar­ 
rassment. 
But how does the decision of the first 
point affect the city? I think not at all 
unfavorably. 
For the last three years the 
waterworks have been paying the expenses 
of running them and paying into the inter­ 
est and sinking fund about $9,000 a year 
and the city general fund some seven or 
eight thousand a year. They have let the 
gross receipts run’down from $70,000 a year 
to about $48,000. 
Now there is no necessity for this state of 
things. It is true the tariff of water rates 
has been lowered, bnt the increase in popu­ 
lation and the num ber of water-takers is 
at least an offset to this lowering of rates. 
If the water works are properly m an­ 
aged they will produce $70,000 a year. 
This will give $31,500 (45 per cent.) to the 
water works to rnn them and $38,500 to the 
sinking and interest fund, or about $29,000 
per annum more than that fund has been 
getting from the water works for the last 
three 
years. 
The 
general 
fund gets 
about $7,500 a year. 
The other special 
funds of the city will in no way be affected. 
The general tuud does not need that $7,500. 
Prior 
to 
1884 
the 
Trustees 
only 
levied 
50 
cents 
for 
the 
general 
fund, 
and 
of 
this 
55 
hundredths 
or 27i cents went into the sinking and in­ 
terest fund, leaving only 22J cent3 on the 
$100 for the general fund proper. Since 
the Supreme Court ordered a lew of $1 on 
the hundred, 45 cents of that goes into the 
general fund proper; just double what there 
was paid into that fund prior to 1884. 
Surely this is enough for the general fund, 
after the $7.500 is taken out. Besides, 
the increased appraisement this year will 
more than make up the difference. 
It is 
evident to my mind that this decision will 
not add one cent to the rate of our tax levy 
in this or any future year. 
It will simply compel the proper collec­ 
tion and application of the water rates. 
W hat effect will this decision have on the 
price of bonds and the operations of the 
Sinking Fund Commissioners? There are 
two plans now proposed for paying our city 
debt. The one plan—that of McKune and 
McCIatcliy—is to repeal the Fund Commis­ 
sioners Act and allow the bondholders to 
draw annually just w hat the law puts into 
the interest and sinking fund until their 
debts are paid. There are in the hands of 
the bondholders, in bonds and coupons of 
both kinds, past due and future, about 
$1,900,000. W ith the annual incom eof the 
interest and sinking fund as it has been for 
the last threo years, it would take twenty- 
two years and a half to pay this $1,900,000, 
upon the McKune plan. W ith the increased 
revenue set apart to that fund by the late 
decision, it 
would take sixteen years 
to pay off the whole debt. 
W ith regard to the Fund Commissioners, 
the situation is a little different. 
They 
buy the bonds at a discount. The effect of 
this decision will, so far as the gross pro­ 
ceeds of the Water W orks are concerned, 
have the effect of raising the price. The 
settling of the interest question, on the 
other hand, will have the contrary effect. 
Altogether, I have no doubt the effect of 
the decision will be to enhance the price of 
bonds and coupons. 
Under the old income 
of the sinking and interest fund, without 
any special tax for themselves, the Com­ 
missioners could have bought up the debt 
in about fourteen years. 
W ith the in­ 
creased revenues from the W ater W orks 
under the late decision, and a higher valu­ 
ation of property, they can buy up the 
debt in twelve years. Or, if they can get 
the law amended as proposed last year, 
they can buy it up in eleven years.

C a lif o r n ia v e r s u s t h e E a s t. 
A subscriber of the R ec o b d U n io n re­ 
siding at Beloit, Wis., accompanying a re­ 
newal of his subscription, writes as fol­ 
lows: 
“ We had almost a continuous drought 
here from May 10, 1880, to August 10,1887. 
Corn, clover and timothy hay are our most 
im portant crops for pasturage and winter­ 
ing stock. The sum mer of 1886 gave us 
very light crops in all of these. This year 
was almost a total failure. I have a stock 
of cows and sheep, and did not cut a pound 
of hay. I have cornstalks without ears. 
Our pastures beat the California dry sum ­ 
mers as to dryness, and look even more 
like burning up than they do. I have fed 
my cows regularly over nine m onths with 
hay. straw and cornstalks. 
“ W inter is setting in pretty earlv, and 
I have to winter my stock on machine-cut 
cornstalks, mixed with mill feed of some 
kind. 
The Minneapolis flour mills are 
drawn upon largely. There has been a 
great sacrifice of stock during the autum n. 
Farm ers are disposed to get through the 
winter some way with what stock the}’ have 
retained. 
Large horse-power machines for 
cutting feed are now in operation in all di­ 
rections.”

THE MARSHALL MONUMENT. 


T h e C o m m is s io n e rs A p p a r e n tly D o N o t 
P r o p o s e to D o T h e i r D u ty . 
The last Legislature passed an Act ap­ 
propriating $5,000 for the erection of a 
monum ent over the grave of the gold dis­ 
coverer Marshall at Coloma. 
In order to 
carry out its provisions Governor Bartlett 
appointed three Commissioners, viz : Sen­ 
ator Gesford, of Napa; Senator Caminetti. 
of Amador, and J. H . Miller, of Sacra­ 
mento. The Commission met shortly after 
their appointment, and organized by the 
election of Senator Caminetti as President, 
and J. H. Miller as Secretary. Some three 
months thereafter the Commission visited 
Coloma, and determined to use the granite 
in a neighboring quarry for the construc­ 
tion of the monument. They have done 
nothing since. They have not had a meet­ 
ing since. 
At their suggestion l ’lacerviile 
Parlor, No. 9, N. S. G. W., purchased the 
ground where the m onum ent is to be 
erected, and deeded it to the State. The 
Placerville Native Sons sent the deeds to 
the Secretary, and have written repeatedly 
to that officer to know what the Commis­ 
sion proposed doing, 
tie only yesterday 
received u letter from George Hofnieister, 
Recording Secretary of the Piaeerville Par­ 
lor, in which he says : 
“ I am atixi- us to hear whether theCom - 
m'ssion lias made any progies- in regard to 
the ¡i.ip-*r- 1 sent to von - >me time since. 
Tne uuiuinisttaiur desires to close his ac­ 
count with the heirs, and he is after me 
every day to know whether anything has 
been done. The people up here begin to 
think that the monum ent will never be 
erected. The members of the Parlor don't 
care to take the property on their hands 
before you are ready to accept it.” 
The Georgetown Gazette referring to the 
same slow-acting Commission, says; “ Wliat 
has become of the Marshall M onument 
Commissioners ? W ould it not be a good 
idea to offer a reward for them before they 
are entirely lost sight of?” 
The truth of the whole business is, that 
Governor Bartlett made a bad selection in 
naming his Commission. 
One, Senator 
Gesford, resided in Napa, and he has re­ 
moved to San Diego, where he intends to 
perm anently reside ; another lives at Jack­ 
son, in Amador county, and the other at 
the State Capital. 
They, perhaps, will 
meet in the sweet bye-and-bye; but it they 
don’t intend to do more in the next six 
months than thy have in the last, they 
should send in their resignations. The 
Governor should ask them to do their duty 
or he should name their successors.

out, and m arched to th e depot headed by 
the F irst A rtillery band. 
T he band played 
from the balcony in front of the railroad 
offices as th e train cam e in ; 
also at inter­ 
vals during th e stay of the party, and then 
again as it pulled out of the depot. 
The 
reception extended by the Sacram ento peo­ 
ple was m arked and enthusiastic, w arm ly 
expressive of th eir appreciation of the im ­ 
portance of the great work ju st completed, 
an d of its value to the people of this city, 
this section, and in fact the entire coast.

W here, how w hen and under w hat cir­ 
cum stances did you contract 
this vice 
w hich m akes you look like a w alking ca­ 
daver?” 
T he young m an asked the reporter to 
take a seat, saving: 
" I ’ll tell you all 
about it. You know m y people—you know 
I have as good parents as any boy ever 
bad, and you know also th a t they need m y 
assistance. 
You know m y sister, loving, 
gentle, affectionate, she should have a 
brother's care. 
You know m e. You know 
th at 1 left school a t the head of m y class; 
th a t I was respected by every one and was 
the pride of m jT parents. 
W hen I left 
school, strong, athletic, full oi vigor and 
prom ise, m y am bition was to be som e­ 
body ; to be of use to others and to care for 
and protect those nearest and dearest to m e. 
I started in all right, and w ould have suc­ 
ceeded had I not form ed the habit of cigar­ 
ette sm oking. 
T alk about liquor, alcohol 
never did the harm in the U nited States 
th at cigarette sm oking isdoing to-day. T he 
youth escaped intem perance; it was only 
those of m iddle age th at fell victim s to the 
flowing bowl, but w ith cigarette sm ok­ 
ing

is 
different. 
L ittle 
boys, 
nine, 
ten,

old, 
are sm oking cigarettes. 
W hen they are 
sm oking 
cigarettes 
they

opium , and have taken the first step, which, 
if not arrested early, will lead them on to 
th at hopeless condition in w hich you see 
m e to-day—a wreck m entally and phj’si- 
cally, fit only to fill a suicide’s grave. 
I re­ 
m em ber the first pack of cigarettes I ever 
bought. I rem em ber well the m an who 
sold them to m e, and I w ill die w ith a 
curse upon m y lips against him . 
If lie 
had, instead of selling m e th at slow but 
sure destroyer, put a bullet through my 
brain, w hat suffering would have been 
avoided by m e and m ine. 
It is true th at 
the cigarette is no t m ade up entirely of 
opium . 
Cigarettes are m ade irom 
the 
stum ps of cigars gathered from every filthy 
spittoon in the land and sent to these 
m anufacturing centers. 
In order to m ake 
them palatable, this tobacco from m illions 
of filth pots, is soaked in a decoction of 
opium , w hich im parts to it a peculiar and 
pleasant taste, and w hich is th e first step 
to the habit. T hey are sold cheap, indecent 
photographs are p ut in the packages to 
assist the sale, and the boy who can beg or 
steal five cents, steals behind th e barn or in 
the alley, and enjoys his sm oke. A few 
weeks, or a few m onths passes; he sm okes 
several packages a week, he hu n ts C hina­ 
tow n for the pipe, and th at bov is as com ­ 
pletely buried as though he was laid aw ay 
in your city cem etery, so far as any good 
th a t he w ill do for him self or his friends. 
T here is but one end for the cigarette 
sm oker, and th at is to be a vagrant. 
You 
will observe th at all opium fiends are con­ 
stant cigarette sm okers. 
A nv of them will 
tell you, as I have, th at they sm oke them 
for the opium th at is in them , and for no 
other reason. 
A parent w ho allow s his boy 
to sm oke a cigarette m ust not blam e the 
child if he becomes a fiend.”

This immense tower constitutes the great 
attraction of the work now going on in 
preparation for the International Exhibi 
tion in the Champs de Mars. 
It is to be 
1 300 meters in hight (975 feet), has already 
attained 31 meters of solid coastruction, 
and the scaffolding reaches to 67 meters. 
It is supported by four basements, between 
which a fountain will play. 
The depth of 
the foundations is 33 meters, and below the 
ground may he seen the ventilator for the 
elevator, which is to replace 2,800 steps 
that would have been required without 
this mode of locomotion. 
In this sub-soil 
space a kitchen is to be installed to serve 
the restaurant th at is to Ire at the summit of 
the tower. 
The structure is expected to he 
completed in less than a year. The estimated 
cost is ten millions francs (§2,000,000), 
of which four millions is defrayed by the 
promoter, Mr. Eitlel, and six millions by 
the city of Paris. 
After a lapse of twenty 
years it is to revert to the State. 
M. Eiffel, 
who is aided by two engineers and an 
artistic architect, has achieved well-mer­ 
ited fame by the Careibi bridge, in Au­ 
vergne, and the Portos bridge, in the Pe­ 
ninsula. 
A t present some 200 men are 
employed in the construction, working 
twelve hours a day, at wages from 10 to 20 
cents an hour. 
Some Italian and Belgians 
are among the number. 
Half-time obtains 
on Sunday, as it was found th at if carried 
on during the afternoon the men were 
slipshoddv and went off to drink. 
As vet 
there has been only one minor accident, 
and it is hoped that, owing to the precau­ 
tion of covered platforms, castialities will 
be avoided.

“ Hobson’s choice,” preserves the memory 
of a very good and useful man ? 
Thomas 
Hobson was born in 1544. 
H e was for 
sixty years a carrier between London and 
Cambridge, conveying to and from the 
University letters and packages, also pas­ 
sengers. 
In addition to his express busi 
ness, he had a livery stable, and let horses 
to the University students. 
He made it a 
rule that all the horses should have, ac­ 
cording to their ability, a proper division 
of work and rest. 
They were taken out in 
regular order, as they stood, beginning 
with the one nearest the door. 
No choice 
was allowed, and if any man refused to 
take the animal assigned him he might go 
without any. 
T hat or none. 
lienee the 
phrase, “Holison’s choice.” 
In the spring of 1030 the plague broke 
out in England. 
The colleges of Cam­ 
bridge were closed, and among the precau­ 
tions taken by the authorities t 
void in­ 
fection, Hobson was forbidden to go to 
London. 
H e died in January, 1631, partly, it is 
said, from anxiety and fretting at his en­ 
forced leisure. 
Hobson was one of the 
wealthiest citizens of Cambridge, and did 
much for the benefit of the city, to which 
he left several legacies. 
His death called 
forth many poems from members of the 
University, officers and students, among 
them two by the poet Milton, then a 
student at Christ’s College. — Christmas

phoric acid, is then also introduced. 
The 
acid gradually acts upon the sulphide and 
the carbonate, liberating sulphureted hy­ 
drogen and carbonic acid in the soil. 
These two gases, according to the experi­ 
ments of Dr. Eyrich, of Mannheim, are 
rapidly and uniformly distributed, and 
prove fatal to the phylloxera in its under­ 
ground state, as well as to Colorado beetles, 
field mice, moles, etc. 
The potash re­ 
mains in the soil as a sulphate, nitrate or 
phosphate.

up an appearance of life for some time to 
come. 
The importation >f the poor Liber­ 
ians still continues. 
They are magnificent 
1 specimens of manhood, coal black. 
It was 
believed that they could resist this death- 
dealing climate, but the result has proved 
. otherwise. 
Of the 232 who were the first 
to Ire brought there, thirty-six died within 
four months. 


A Stage C arp en ter T alk s of th e N ornor- 
cla tn re o f Stage Setting. 
“ It sometimes happens that an actor or 
an actress has to go into a strange theater, 
interview the master carpenter, and tell 
him how the stage should be set for the 
play in which he or she appears. 
As a 
rule, in five minutes their ignorance is dis­ 
played. 
The terms are simple enough and 
a very little experience would make any 
one fam iliar with them . 
Take the stage 
itself. An ordinary stock theater has three 
‘center traps.’ 
These are arranged in the 
middle of the stage, one opposite each en­ 
trance, as the spaces between the wings are 
called. 
Then there are two ‘ quarter 
traps’—small, square apertures 011 the ex­ 
treme right and le ft; and three ‘sinks,’ 
which are the long, narrow hinged traps 
stretching across the stage and intended 
for the raising or lowering of scenes. 
The 
stage is covered with ‘cloths,’ divided into 
the ’green baize,’ the ‘ carpet’ and the 
‘ ground cloth,’ or canvas painted to repre­ 
sent gras», or the pavement, or what not. 
The ‘wings,’ to which I have referred, are 
the narrow scenes at the side of the stage, 
one projecting in advance of the other. 
They are plassified as ‘ wood wings,’ ‘gar­ 
den wings,’ ‘architectural wings’ and ‘ wa­ 
ter wings,’ the latter consisting of sea 
scenes representing just sky and water. 
The ‘tormentors’ are the wings placed 
close to the proscenium arch, which form 
a sort of a frame to the picture behind. 
‘ Borders’ are strips of painted canvas 
hanging horizontally over the stage and 
matching the wings. 
There are ‘sky 
borders,’ ‘foliage borders,’ ‘drapery bord­ 
ers’ and ‘arch borders,’ the latter being, as 
the name implies, cut out in the form o*' an 
arch to give apparent concavity to the 
sky. 
Scenes arc divided into ‘ flats,’ which 
are run on from each side of the stage, 
meeting in the middle ; ‘ backings,’ which 
are seen through doorways or window 
openings, and ‘drops,’ which arc simply 
painted canvas hung on a roller. 
Then 
there are ‘set rocks’ in the form of a bluff' 
or large bow lder; ‘ tail rocks,’ a piece 
slanting down to nothing and representing 
small rocks and foliage, and 
‘ground 
rows,’ showing grass or low, creeping foli­ 
age. 
‘Cut woods’ are scenes showing trees 
and shrubs, and cut out so as to show the 
‘ drop’ or ‘ backing’ behind. 
‘ Set trees’ 
are single trees cut out of flat canvas, or in 
some cases built up to represent a natural 
tree trunk. 
‘Set waters’ are strips painted 
to represent waves. 
Tire constructive part 
of the stage includes the stage proper; 
the ‘ flies,’ which are the galleries at the 
sides above the stage from which the 
scenery is worked ; the rigging loft, which 
is above the flies; and the ‘ bridge,’ which 
runs across the hack of the stage. 
The 
‘grooves’ are the guides in which the flats 
and wings run, while the paint frame is 
generally placed at the hack of the stage 
and consists of a bridge in front of which 
the scene to be painted is raised or low­ 
ered by pulleys. 
As to the lk’lits they 
include ‘footlights,’ the ‘border lights,’ 
which are rows of gas jets overhead, the 
‘hunch lights,’ a collection of burners 
mounted on a movable stand so as to be 
readily moved about, 
‘ground 
lights,’ 
placed just clear of the stage, and * strip 
lights,’ or movable gas jets, intended to he 
hung on hooks at any desirable hight and 
e asily ‘striped’ or taken down. 
These are 
only a few of tbe technical terms in use be­ 
hind the scenes, hut they include, I think, 
the more im portant delinitions.”— New 
York Tribune. 


T he B ottom o f th e B eep 111 tie Sea. 
At a meeting of the Society of Tele­ 
graph Engineers and Electricians- last 
evening, Mr. Edward Stallibrass read a 
a paper on deep-sea sounding in connec­ 
tion with 
submarine telegraphy. 
Mr. 
Stallibrass said the work of surveying 
with a view to ascertaining the configura­ 
tion of the ocean bed previous to laying a 
submarine cable was of vast importance. 
Between Cadiz and Tenerifle alone, a dis­ 
tance of about 700 miles, 673 soundings 
were taken on one expedition, resulting in 
the discovery of two hanks, two coral 
patches, and four other shoal spots. 
Some 
of the inclines near these hanks were re­ 
markable for their steepness. 
On the east 
side of one of these the bottom fell precip­ 
itously for 450 feet, and on a sounding 
taken by the Dacia during her survey of 
the Seine bank a precipice of 1,800 feet 
was found. 
A map of the mouth of the 
Congo showed a most remarkable subma­ 
rine gully, the contour lines of which 
were drawn from 202 soundings, many of 
these having been taken at interval's of 
less than one mile. In the mouth of this re­ 
markable rivera depth of no less than 1,4-50 
feet was found, the Thames iu a sim ilar lo­ 
cality giving only about 40 feet. 
The 
gully was distinctly traced 100 miles out 
at sea. 
It seemed almost incredible that 
probably one-half the cables now lying at 
the bottom of the ocean, amounting to a 
value representing several millions ster­ 
ling, had been placed on their ocean bed 
while those carrying out the work were 
almost totally ignorant of the bottom on 
which the cables were destined to lie.— 
Pall Mall Gazelle.

IiosrEo 
a n d J u l i e t .— 
Many people have thought th at Shake­ 
speare strained probability a little too fur 
in the incidents which close the tragedy of 
“ Romeo and Juliet.” 
A ease investigated 
before the Coroner of Central Middlesex 
yesterday shows th at sim ilar incidents ac­ 
tually occur in real life. 
An elderly 
Frenchman, separated from his wife, took 
a, young French lady vocalist into his 
house, at Easton Square, as his mistress. 
On Tuesday morning early the man swal­ 
lowed poison and seemed to he dying. His 
mistress, terrified at being left alone in the 
world in a discredited position, seized the 
poison bottle and drank a deadly draft. 
She died. 
The man recovered and discov­ 
ered to his horror that his Juliet was dead. 
After trying in vain to resuscitate her, he 
seized a revolver and shot himself through 
the 
heart. 
This occurred, not in the 
tombs oi the Capulets, in the ancient citv 
of 
Verona, in the middle ages, hut in 
12 Easton Square, last Tuesday morning.

N i c k e l S t e e l .—The Ferro Nickel So­ 
ciety, of I’aris, is making a nickel steel in 
the following m anner: the plan has refer­ 
ence to a new sort of steel, which is said 
to require no hardening. 
It is composed 
of soft iron, nickel, manganese metal, or an 
oxide of it, aluminum, walfram, and ferro- 
cyonide of potassium. 
The steel is pro- 
ducal at one melting. 
After the iron and 
the nickel are melted, the manganese or its 
oxide, together with the ferro-cyonide of 
potassium, are added. After a few minutes’ 
time, during which the manganese with 
the other ingredients are melting and the 
reaction is taking place, the mass is stirred 
with a red hot rod of graphite, whereupon 
the alluminum is added, and the stirring 
for a short time longer continued. 
The 
alloy is then to he well melted again, when 
it can he cast into any decided shape in 
the usual way, the precaution, however, 1 
being observed to paint the molds with 
coal tar, free from all water of ammonia, 
and to have them a» free from air as possi­ 
ble.

AGNETE AND THE MERMAN. 


Som ething About the Danish Folk Songs, 
Their Age and Character. 


¡Selected for the Recokii-Uxion from a forth­ 
coming work on this subject by the author.] 
“ Folk Songs ” mean songs of the folk, or 
of the people. They have sprung up, so 
to say, almost spontaneously in the people 
themselves ; nobody knows how, when or 
by whom they came, and generally speak­ 
ing, if the age, birth-place and parentage 
of a song is known, it is no folk song, in 
the proper sense. A national song—as, for 
instance, “ Hail Columbia,” “ Rule Britan­ 
nia,” “ The Marseillaise,” etc.—is, there­ 
fore, not a folk song, and as little so as is a 
jmjiular song from an ojiera, even if it 
were wvpopular that it was sung by every 
individual of a whole country. An­ 
tiquity is one of the most prominent char­ 
acteristics of a folk song, and some of 
them are very old. England has a folk 
song which is from the time of Knud 
(Canute) the < Ireat, the mighty Danish 
King who conquered England, and who 
died ¡11 10.15, and the majority of the 
Danish folk songs can he traced hack to 
the sixteenth, fifteenth and fourteenth 
centuries, and even further. 
Folk songs present a very interesting 
subject for study, not only for the thorough 
student, but also for the connoisseur. How 
they tell tales in their quaint way ; how 
they give romances—so romantic that they 
can compete with those of a Victor Hugo 
or W alter Scott; how they can describe 
the great exploits of their formidable 
heroes—true counterparts to those about 
whom Homer tells us; this can only be 
mentioned here, but will be felt and un­ 
derstood by every one who reads them. 
But besides the interest, the study of folk 
sor,gs-isof especial benefit to the historian. 
There was a time when learned men con­ 
sidered these old relics of no value ; onlv 
good as amusement for ignorant people. 
This sentiment has now changed, and all 
over Europe the scientific historian now 
acknowledges that folk songs, as a rule, 
give much more true, unvarnished and un­ 
biased pictures of events and persons, than 
the prosaic history. Indeed, they make 
truthful presentations of their tim e; they 
tell without any coloring how people of 
their day lived, thought and acted, and it 
is :t fact that many obscure events in the 
Danish history have ceased to be obscure 
only since the historians learned to listen 
to what these old songs told them. 
The contents of the Danish folk song 
present a great variety. Some, and these 
are from the oldest period, give accounts 
of heroes, or giants, according to the lit­ 
eral translation of the word used. 
These 
are true counterparts of Homer’s heroes, 
not only in size, lxddness, deeds, etc., hut 
in their general conduct, speaking, eating, 
drinking, etc. Then from a later period is 
a series of songs about knights and their 
romantic exploits; further, there are some 
songs of saints, and next a series about 
supernatural lieings, as “ trolls,” “ alder- 
folks,” “ merfolks,” by whom the old Scan­ 
dinavians believed hills, alder groves and 
seas were inhabited. 
All these songs are, 
however, of minor value to the political 
history of Denmark in olden time, but 
they are invaluable to him who studies the 
history of civilization. 
When, on the 
other hand, we come to the historical 
songs, we have treasures of historical facts 
and characters which are not to lie found 
anywhere else, and many dark points in 
Danish history have lieen cleared up 
only by the aid of these songs. 
Another 
series seems to have been composed only 
for the sake of joke and fuu, and some of 
them are certainly quite jocular and hu­ 
morous, and other songs we find to be ex­ 
pressive of sentiments of love. 
Among 
them arc some of very high standing, and 
these present us the most blessed and holy 
feelings that can exist between man and 
woman, and are so truly, beautifully and 
genuine lyrically, that they have hardly 
been surpassed by the products of the 
greatest lyric poets of more modern timess 
As a sample of Danish folksongs I select 
that of “ Agnete and the Mornian.” It 
represents a myth, which has as wide­ 
spread acceptance in the countries of 
Europe around the North and the Baltic 
seas as has the myth of Faust in Germany. 
The one h< almost a counterpart of the 
other, and Faust and Agnete, as we shall 
see, present mauy points of similarity. 
They both diverge from their paths of 
duty; they both give themselves into the 
power of supernatural lieings; they both 
sin, and they both experience that the 
wages of sin is death. 
It was a common lielief among the peo­ 
ple of the countries of Europe 1 have 
ineutioned, that the liottom of the sea was 
inhabited by lieings resembling man, 
cal hi I “ Merfolks,” and of these some 
were mermen, others merwomen, and 
others mermaids. At the liottom of the 
deep sea the merfolks lived in lieautiful 
palaces of crystal and pearl, and they 
often sought to allure men and women of 
the air to their submarine atiodes. But if 
a human being followed them, he or she 
was lost, for merfolks had no immortal 
soul—had no part in salvation through 
Christ, and the man or woman who fol­ 
lowed them must share their fate. The 
song mentioned is a sample of this idea, 
and ft tells us the following story : 
Agnete, a young woman, was standing at 
Holmegaards bridge, looking down into 
the deep sea beneath her. A merman 
came np from the bottom and wooed her. 
At tirst she rejected him ; but when he 
presented to her fine dresses, costly jewelry 
and many presents, she (doubtless being a 
vain and silly creature) consented. “Then 
gfcS’ so runs the old story, “ stopped her 
cars^md closed her mouth and thus took 
her dow»D to the liottom of the sea.’ There 
she lived ’ with the merman happily for 
nine Years, ah"! liecame the mother of seven 
sons. But when she was sitting one day at 
the cradle, singing and rocking her babe, 
she heard the distant tolling of Holme­ 
gaards church bells. Then she felt a long­ 
ing to visit her native church, and asked 
the merman’s permission to go thither. He 
gave consent, on condition that she would 
return to him and their children. This 
she promised to do, and so he brought her 
up to the shore. CUiere she met her mother, 
whom she told where she had been all the 
long years; how she was the wife of a 
merman, what he had given her in dowry, 
all about her children and her home. Her 
mother persuaded her not to return, and 


bo when the merman came for her, accord­ 
ing 10 their agreement, she refused to go 
with him. In vain he pleaded w iflih er: in 
vain he reminded her of how the little 
oues longed for h e r; nay, even in vain he 
described to her how the babe in his cra­ 
dle was crying for her. “ Let them long 


for me and weep as much as they please !” • 
replied the cruel m other; and so she re- j 
mained upon the land. 
1 
The distinguished English poet, Mat­ 
thew Arnold, has written a touching poem 
on this subject, in which he fancies the 
merman and his children the following 
night sadly calling on the wife and 
mother, giving her the name of Margaret, 
instead of Agnete, as in the Danish song. 
I quote the last stanzas of Mr. Arnold’s 
poem; 
( all her once more before we go ! 
Call once yet 
In a voice that she will know : 
“ M argaret! Margaret!” 
Children’s voices should be dear. 
(Call once more I) to a mother's ear; 
Children's voices, wild with pain— 
Surely she will come again! 
Call her once more, ana come away ! 
This way, this way. 
“ Mother dear! we cannot stay. 
Tile while horses foam and fret: 
M argaret! M argaret!'' 
Come, dear children ! come away down, 
Call 110 more. 
One last look at the white-wall'd town, 
And the little gray church 011 the windy shore 
Then come down! 
She will not come though you call all day ; 
Come away ! come aw ay' 
Come aw ay! away children 
Come children come down ! 
The hoarse wind blows colder, 
Lights shine in the town. 
She will start from her slumber 
When gusts shake the door; 
She will hear the winds how ling, 
Will hear the waves roar. 
We shall see, while above us 
The waves roar and whirl, 
A ceiling of amber 
A pavement of pearl. 
Siugiug: 
Here came a mortal, 
But faithless was she, 
And nloue dwell forever 
The king of the sea.” 
But the end is not yet. Agnete had 
abandoned her race, and thus severed her 
connection with the saving divine powers, 
and therefore the penalty must be paid. 
And it came; for the song tells us further 
that she soon felt dejected and went to the 
church. But when she entered into the 
holy place all the pictures of the saints 
turned their backs toward her; when she 
advanced to the altar it turned its hack 
toward her. Everything turned from her, 
and when she would take the Lord’s sup­ 
per the wine in the chalice appeared to her 
as if she were looking down in the depths 
of the sea. In utter despair she left the 
church and went down to the seashore. 
There she fainted and fell, and then the 
waves took her body and brought it down 
to the bottom of the sea. But she had 
lieen faithless to the sea also, and she 
could neither remain there. So the sea 
threw her out upon the shore, and then 
the corpse was found and buried in the 
sand, while a large stone was laid upon 
her grave. Every morning this is wet, 
and the song tells us that this conies from 
the tears of her disconsolate husband and 
children. 
So much about the songs themselves, 
and as to their melodies, they are worthy 
of them ; and, generally speaking, the 
Danish folk melodies can in sweetness, 
powerfulness and peculiarity of character 
lie classed among the best folk melodies of 
any nation. 
Folk melodies in general have a pecu­ 
liar beauty and attractiveness to the 
thorough student of music. “ They are,” 
says the distinguished German author, 
Thibaut, in his work on the purity of 
music, “ innocent as a child, and still they 
have the power, like a David’s harp, to 
dispell the phantoms of sorrow from the 
troubled brain.” But to understand and 
appreciate these old, often quaint tunes, 
the musical taste must not have become 
depraved by that kind of so-called music, 
the composers of which seem to have no 
more ideas and thoughts when they com­ 
pose than the parrots have when they utter 
sounds like human words, and whose only 
object in their compositions seems to have 
been this, that they wished to show how 
the hapless fingers can be trained, or mal­ 
treated by hurrying up and down the in­ 
strument, so that at least a great noise can 
be elected. 
It is, however, a pleasant fact that in the 
modern time folk melodies become more 
and more known and appreciated. Almost, 
if not every, nation in Europe lias now 
collections of its folk melodies in print, 
and accessible to everyone, and they are 
not only used by the connoisseurs, but also 
by distinguished composers. Thus, Spohr 
and Thai berg in Germany, Boieldieu in 
France, Grieg and Ole Bull in Norway, 
Kulilau, Weyse, Hamerick and Rung in 
Denmark, besides many others, have taken 
folk melodies into their compositions. Of 
these, I only call the attention to the fact 
that Flotow has used that beautiful Irish 
folk melody, “ The Last Rose of Summer,” 
not less than three times in his opera 
“ Martha.” And 1 am confident that the 
time is coming when these old relics will 
he generally treasured, not only by the 
high priests- in the temples of music,- hut 
also liv everyone whose heart is still open 
for artless, innocent and natural feelings.

How Moz.Uít w as Buried.—The in­ 
terment took plate December 6. 1791, in 
the cemetery os St. Marx, at Vienna. In 
the midst of the ceremony a violent storm 
broke forth ¡11.sudden fury, and the rain 
fell in such torrents that all the guests and 
friends dispersed. The interment contin­ 
ued, and in o Hi fusion the site of his spe­ 
cial grave wa< not remarked. None of his 
friends—and jmany of them were very 
rich—had thought of securing for him a 
private grave. He was buried in a com­ 
mon fosse, wi ;h many others. A few days 
afterward h iJwidow tried to identify his 
place of sepulture and was unable. Iu 
1S59 the mu ifieipality of Vienna thought 
to render homage to the memory of the 
gxeat conqiosiir. A monument was to be 
erected over liis tomb. Then it was found 
that the tomlvoould not be identified. Up 
to that time ho cross, no sign, no funeral 
emlileiU indicated the resting-place of 
Mozart. Thu municipality were resolved 
this scarrdal should not continue. The 
fourth ton’ll to the right of the great cross 
in the ceme’-trv was selected to have the 
honor done tc * it as holding the dust of 
Mozart, and sin.'» 1S59 it has been treated 
as Mozart’s tomb. 


THE LATEST FROM PARIS IN 
CUT AND CLOTH. 


Styles for Gntdoor Sports—Habits 
for Equestrianism to Suit the 
M ost Fastidious. 


Parisians are gradually returning to 
their gay and brilliant capital. Women 
of fashion and of independent means linger 
as long as possible in some health-resort of 
the Sunny South, or they settle down for a 
few months ¡11 their beautiful chateaux to 
enjoy the freedom and pleasures of a re­ 
fined country home, and to take a share in 
the outdoor sports of the sterner sex. To 
shoot in the fields, and to hunt in the for­ 
est, sportswomen are anxious to don unique 
though dashing costumes, copied as much 
as possible from those worn by their male 
friends, hut transformed, so to speak, by 
the fairy touch of feminine taste and 
grace. The horsewoman being the most 
intrepid, we will for this reason first at­ 
tend to her attire. There is, however, 
really nothing new to report. 
THE RIDING-DRESS 
Belonging to the classic type allows of but 
a few changes. It has to be always a per­ 
fect tit, quite plain, and usually in black or 
dark blue doth, although sometimes a 
green oi%iter cloth may be preferred. The 
clinging skirt just touching the ground is 
wisely provided with a curved seam, form­ 
ing a.slight fulness, in which the knee is 
molded ; this slight curve is hidden, when 
walking, into a fold, obtained by looping 
tqi the extra fulness with a button. The 
glove-fitting habit-bodice is fastened with 
small greloLs in either silk crochet-work or 
plain gimp; the throat is encircled by a 
straight linen collar, secured by a man's 
pin, and the close-fitting sleeves buttoned 
over linen culls. Below the breeches or 
tights, in gray, red, or beige elastic silk, 
the cloth gaiter- reach, matching, like the 
silk stockings, the color of the habit. The 
high silk hat, de 1 igueur in town, is re­ 
placed in the country by a small hat in 
black, gray, or maroon felt, similar to those 
worn during the summer by our youthful 
elegantes who afieet tailor-made costumes. 
Such is the correct style of the riding- 
habit, as understood by French equestrians, 
hut it is highly important to specify that 
this ordinary dress, if tolerated, is not con­ 
sidered in the best taste. 
THE TRUE ELEGANCE 
Is to have the riding-habit harmonizing 
with the equipage or retinue of the host’s. 
Short skirt, habit bound with velvet, co­ 
quettish three-cornered hat in felt, lined 
with velvet and trimmed either with 
feather or with a plain galloon, the whole 
chosen with a due regard to the specified 
colors, is considered a garb of supreme 
bon Ion, and a compliment paid to the 
hosts. It has, however, the great draw­ 
back of being an expensive fashion for 
women who during the season visit several 
friends, and to obviate tiiis difficulty it 
has been decided to wear red habits. 
When inviting her guests the chatelaine 
frequently forwards them the bouton de 
Ceifuipage, which is really a rosette in the 
colors of the retinue. To receive this 
bouton from a princely house is a compli­ 
ment. If the Amazon dress does not give 
much scope for the whims of fashion, such 
is not the case with the costumes adopted 
for carriage wear in which to drive to the 
meet. They must be rather dashing, yet 
treated with a certain 
MASCULINE SIMPLICITY. 
The Directoire redingote, the Louis XIII. 
and Louis XIV. vests, and the Gainsbor­ 
ough felt hat decked with nodding plumes, 
are the salient features of the picturesque 
attire, made iu special materials, notably 
in velvet, incrusted witli leather, Rob Roy 
green cloth, perforated with open-work 
embroidery, and mounted 011 a bright 
foundation of scarlet fiannel, and in sev­ 
eral kinds of homely cheviots smartened 
np with velvet. A short skirt partly con­ 
cealed with a drapery deftly caught up in 
formal folds, a velvet waistcoat, or a kid 
plastron, combine the most suitable accou­ 
trements invented for sucli occasions. A 
costume in green silk velvet with scrolls in 
bronze kid is also admissible, as well as a 
water one in beaver-colored cloth, with a 
front in fur or Swedish kid, and a small 
partridge-wing or woodcock’s head added 
to the waterproof felt hat. 
The new jackets, too, with their mili­ 
tary braiding and froggings, completed 
with gimp epaulettes and reddish hoods, 
are in excellent taste on such occasions 
when worn over a redingote of shaggy 
cloth.— The Woman's World for December. 


MEN’S FASHIONS. 
Alt About Stylish Dress lor the Lords of 
Creation. 
Men who know how to dress do not 
wear stripes down the outside seams of 
their dress trousers. 
The fashion of wearing white collars 
and culls with “ gridiron” shirts has gone 
the way of all eccentricities. 
The proper sleeve button is a link, the 
linked buttons being alike in pattern, not 
a button and bar as of old. 
Broadcloth is out of date for dress suits. 
A very fine black diagonal or Angola cloth 
is the eminently proper thing. 
Light cloth over-gaiters, for some ab­ 
struse reason called “ Garibaldis,” are liked 
for morning wear by men who uflect Eng­ 
lish styles. 
The dress coat should have its lapels 
notched after the fashion of five years ago. 
The silk-faced “shawl collar” is very bad 
form indeed. 
It is 110 impeachment of a man’s good 
taste to own big diamonds, provided lie 
keeps them where they belong—namely, 
in his safe or deposit company’s vault. 
The four-buttoned cutaway has almost 
entirely superseded the frock for dressy 
daylight wear (morning weddings, after­ 
noon «eeeptions and the like), except 
among elderly men. 
English fashions allow with black four- 
buttoned cutaway coats fancy waistcoats, 
with dark maroon, blue or brown grounds, 
dashed with small, modest patterns of con­ 
trasting colors. 
Trousers are cut of medium, hut not ex­ 
aggerated, width, and jierfectly straight. 
The fold down the front of the leg has 
been relegated to where it belongs, the 
ready-made clothing store. 
A man with an opera hat may be safely 
set down as a “ country cousin,” or a relic 
ef the past. The high silk hat is now 
properly considered as much a part of “full 
dress ” as the swallowtail coat. 
Business suits for fall and winter are of 
dark mixed cloths, or inconspicuous, in 
fact, almost invisible, checks and stripes. 
The coat may lie either a three or four but­ 
ton cutaway, or a four-buttoned sack. 
The waistcoat solves the problem of how 
to distinguish the society man in dress 
clothes from a waiter. It should be of 
white repped pique, with fiat gold buttor» 
bearing the owner’s monogram. 
The full-dress watch chain question is a 
hurniug one. A gold chain is distinctly in 
bad form. 
A plain black silk cord is al­ 
lowable, but not pretty. 
\Yhy not fall 
back on the fob ? Though not in favor 
just now, it is really the proper thing 
with a dress coat. 
• 
Three studs in the shirt front are correct 
for full dress. 
They should be plain dead 
gold or pearl. Diamond studs proclaim 
the metropolitan politician, sporting man 
or saloon keeper. 
Even they know better 
than to wear the fanciful combinations of 
colored jewels which distinguish the rural 
dude. 
Men’s gloves are shorter than they were, 
and must have but one button. For the 
street they roust lie of some shade of 
tan. with lapped seams and wide black or 
self-colored stitching on the back. Dress 
gloves are of the palest pearl shades : also 
white stitching, black or pearl, as pre­ 
ferred.— Chicago Herald. 
Flam boyant Anim alism . 
In Boston, which sometimes calls itself 
our American Athens, the highest truths 
of psychic science are daily neglected hy 
the more influential classes, while races, 
games and pugilism occupy the largest 
Bpacein llie daily papers, and a le ' 


daily boasts of its more perfect descriptive 
and statistical record of all hase-ballism :es 
a strong claim to public support. The 
pugilist Sullivan is the hero of Boston; he 
received a splendid ovation in the Boston 
theater, with the Mayor and other digni­ 
taries to honor him, and a belt covered 
with gold and diamonds, worth $8,000, 
was presented, besides a large benefit. Ilis 
departure for Kngland was honored like 
that of a prince by accompanying boats, 
booming cannon, and tooting whistles, and 
he is said to swing a $2,000 eanc presented 
by his admirers. How far have we risen 
in eighteen centuries above the barbarism 
of Rome? There is no heathen country 
to-day that worships pugilism. Perhaps 
when the saloon is abolished, we may take 
another step forward in civilization. Lon­ 
don has rivaled Boston, giving Sullivan a 
popular reception by crowds which blocked 
up the principal streets.—Buchanan's Jour­ 
nal of Man. 
TRAVELS UN GREENLAND. 
Some of the Interesting Features of 
this Far North Land. 
In the September number of the Bulle­ 
tin of the American Geographical Society, 
R. E. Peary gives a detailed account of 
his journey, in the summer and autumn of 
last year, into the interior of Greenland. 
He entered in the neighborhood of Disco 
Island, considerably further north than 
the starting-point chosen by Nordenskjold 
for his expedition. Mr. Peary’s experi­ 
ences were somewhat similar to those 
of Nordenskjold. Ilis course through­ 
out the journey was due east. He only 
reached 100 miles from the edge of the 
ice-blink or interior ice, his highest eleva­ 
tion being 7,525 feet. Mr. Peary sums up 
his observations of the character of the 
interior ice. The coast-line shows a great 
diversity of features, dependent upon the 
altitude, the season, and the elevation and 
configuration of the adjacent mountains. 
Whenever the ice projects down a valley 
in a long tongue or stream, the edges 
contract and shrink away from the warmer 
rocks on each side, leaving a deep canon 
between, usually occupied by a glacier; 
and the upper surface, disintegrated by 
the reflected heat from the mountains 
above, and shattered by the daily change 
of temperature more perhaps than by the 
forward flow, present a chaotic labyrinth 
of crevasses, gullies and rugged pinnacles, 
increasing in magnitude in direct propor­ 
tion to the length of the tongue and its ap­ 
proach to the sea-level. 
As to the fea­ 
tures of the interior beyond the coast-line, 
the surface of the “ ice-blink ” near the 
margin is a succession of rounded hum- 
moeks, steepest and highest on their 
landward sides, which are sometimes pre­ 
cipitous. 
Further 
in, 
these 
hum­ 
mocks merge into long, fiat swells, 
which in turn decrease in height to­ 
wards the interior, until at last a fiat, 
gently rising plain is reached, which doubt­ 
less becomes ultimately level. In passing 
from the margin of the ice-blink to the 
remote interior, from one to five distinct 
zones may he noted, the number and width 
varying with the season, the latitude and 
the elevation. In winter the entire surface 
is undoubtedly covered with a deep, un­ 
broken layer of fine dry snow. Late in the 
spring the warmth of the sun at midday 
softens the surface of the snow along the 
land borders of the ice, and this freezes at 
night, forming a light crust. Gradually 
this crust extends up the interior, and, 
with the advance of the season the snow 
along the border of the “ ice-blink” be­ 
comes saturated with water. A little later 
the zone of slnsli follows the zone of crust 
into the interior, the snow along the bor­ 
der of the ice-blink melts entirely, form­ 
ing pools in the depressions, and streams 
which cut deep gullies in the ice; water- 
eavities form; old crevasses open, and new 
ones appear. This zone rapidly widens, 
and extends into the interior in the 
footsteps of the others, and behind 
it the immediate border of the ice 
gets raggedjmd soiled ; pebbles, bowlders, 
and moraines crop out of its melting sur­ 
face, and by the end ot the Arctic summer 
it is disintegrated and shattered by the 
heat, and eroded by the streams into im­ 
passable roughness. Mr. Peary gives some 
useful hints as to the best modes of travel 
over the ice, which, if followed, be be­ 
lieves would without any difficulty take 
the explorer to the east coast.—Mature. 


OONSHIl' ORANGES. 


California*:» Sum mer Clim ate. 
Lovely as are the winters of Southern 
California, they would only attract, as ¡11 
Florida, for a few weeks, but in Southern 
California the majority of the settlers are 
people who have dallied with the summer 
just long enough to be enraptured with its 
charms. To the Eastern mind nothing 
would appear more absurd than going to 
this low latitude, where the winters are 
warmer than those of Florida, to escape 
the heat of Eastern summers. Yet noth­ 
ing is more certain than that this land will 
shortly be the greatest summer resort of 
America. Its clear skies, dry air, cool 
nights, great freedom from insect and rep­ 
tile pests, from malaria, hydrophobia and 
sunstroke; its great healthfulness for chil­ 
dren, especially in their second summer; 
unfailing sea breeze, vet absolute freedom 
from all dangerous winds ; its low midday 
temperature along the coast—all these 
combined with its grand and varied scen­ 
ery, its unique endless powers of produc­ 
tion, are swiftly producing their necessary 
result. As New Y’ork fills Coney Island, 
Long Branch and Newport m summer, so 
the great sweltering basin of the Missis­ 
sippi is beginning to send its sufferers to 
the cool shores of the Pacific instead of the 
Atlantic, the Rocky Mountains or Minne­ 
sota.—Boston Bulletin. 


*f T h . Desert Shall Blossom as the Kose.” 
The “ Great American Desert” was long 
ago found out to be a myth ; and now some 
of the remotest corners which were once 
supposed to be included in it are proving 
to offer the largest promises of value for 
agricultural and grazing purposes. 
In 
New Mexico, for example, it has long been 
thought tiiat certain immense areas must 
always be comparatively useless because 
of their natural aridity. But engineers 
have just completed plans for tapping the 
Rio Grande with a canal and thus bring­ 
ing under irrigation a tract some ten miles 
wide and a hundred and fifty long, con­ 
taining nearly a million of acres. The 
addition of so vast an area to the arable 
land of the territory means, of course, a 
large increase in the productive resources 
of that section. Other canals may possibly 
do as much. The work of sinking artesian 
wells is also going on there extensively, 
while the project of constructing storage 
reservoirs, in which the rainfall of the wet 
season may be collected and from thence 
gradually distributed through the dry sea­ 
son, is already in serious contemplation by 
private enterprise. Modern scientific irri­ 
gation has already accomplished wonders 
for the agriculture of Utah ; it seems likely 
to do even more for New Mexico.—Journal 
of Man.

Japanese Varieties fur California — An 
Orange that W ithstands Cold. 
j Until within a few years Japanese oranges 
I were ranked in this State with the Japanese 
persimmons, rather as a curiosity than as a 
j fruit that was likely to become an article of 
commerce. The former, however, are rap­ 
idly attracting the attention of horticultur­ 
ists in California, and as two firms have 
commenced importing for this season’s 
planting large numbers of trees, the fruit is 
likely soon to beadded to the citrus products 
of the State. One company will have for 
sale this year CO,000 trees of the Oonshiu, 
the Satsuma, Canton Hybrid and other va­ 
rieties of Japanese oranges, and large nur­ 
series have been established in this State 
for propagating the trees. The old Trum­ 
bull X ursery at San Rafael has been turned 
into a Japanese garden, with a native in 
charge, and another company has a large 
nursery at Sequel, Santa Cruz. The Oon­ 
shiu variety, which has been pronounced by 
the Japanese Agricultural Association as 
tbe best Japanese citrus fruit, is the lead­ 
ing orange being brought into the State, 
though there are twenty other distinct va­ 
rieties on the catalogues nearly as good. 
The Oonshiu is seedless and very much 
resembles whut is known about Riverside 
as the “ King ” orange, having a fragrant 
rind, almost blood-red IDsh and a pecu- 
liary pleasant flavor. 
Japanese oranges are cultivated in the 
southwestern provinces of K:i and Satsu­ 
ma, Japan, where the climate is warm in 
summer, but quite cold and irosty in win­ 
ter. The trees, it is said, have b?en known 
to s’and a temperature of 24° above zero 
without being killed. 
In Japan orange trees are neither pruned 
nor irrigated. They are trained low, and 
some ot tbe varieties grow in a bushy 
shape, resembling a pomegranate tree. All 
the thinning to which they are subjected is 
done with the sharp linger nails ot the na­ 
tive gardeners, who merely break off the 
twigs and cut out superabundant leaves. 
Japanese oranges, as a rule, are round and 
oblate in form, the rind usually an orange 
yellow, the pulp yellowish transparent, 
sweet in flavor or subacid with cooling 
qualities, the rind mostly fragrant and 
sweet, the fruit is suitable for table use 
or can be made into excellent marmalades 
and preserves. Some varieties, it is said, 
keep for three or four years on the branches 
of the trees. The Oonshiu variety is seed­ 
less. The Satsuma comes from the Kiu- 
shiu Island. It has been imported for sev­ 
eral years, and many of tin m are planted 
in Florida and Southern California. It is 
also nearly seedless, the fruit being large 
and tin» and the pnlp sweet and juicy. 
The Canton Hybrid is a late-keeping va­ 
riety', and has been known, it is said, to 
stand the cold down to 20° above zero. The 
tree is a vigorous grower and can be trained 
as a standard. 
It is stated that little trees scarcely six 
leet high and seven years old have borne 
in Japan 700 or 800 oranges. If the trees 
are as piecocious here they will be a great 
addition to our horticultural products.—S. 
F. Bulletin.

Judge Arm strong filed his decision yes­ 
terday afternoon in the «Ate of John T . 
Cardwell vs. The County of Sacram ento 
et al., which suit w as brought to restrain 
the Supervisors from having a bridge con­ 
structed across 
the 
A m erican river at 
Tw elfth street, on the north side o f the 
citv. unless a draw was provided therein to 
perm it vessels to pass and remtss. 
T his 
action is based upon the claim that the 
Am erican river is a navigable water-coarse, 
and as such navigation cannot be ob­ 
structed by building the bridge as contem ­ 
plated under the plans adopted by the 
Supervisors. 
Judge Arm strong decides 
that the river is not a “ navigable ” stream, 
and hence the prayer for a restraining order 
is refused. 
T he decision in full is as fol­ 


lows : 
In the Superior Court of the county of Sacra­ 
mento, state of California—John T. Cardwell, 
plaintiff, vs. The County of Sacramento, the 
Calito-uiu Bridge Company and Alfred W. 
Burrell, defendants—This is a suit in equity to 
restrain the defendants trom constructing n 
bridge without a draw or opening in it across 
the American river, about one mile alsjve its 
junction with the Sacramento river. 
It is 
averred in the complaint that during the winter 
and spring months of the year the American 
rivtT is navigable from its junction with the 
Sacramento river to a point above the land of 
the plaintiff', and that plaintiff by the use of 
steamboats and other vessels is able to transport 
the commodities produced and existing on his 
laud down the American river to the Sacra­ 
mento river, and thence to market. And it is 
averred that the county oí Sacramento has en­ 
tered into a contract with the other defendants 
to construct a bridge across the American river, 
about a m ile above its junction with the Sacra­ 
mento river, and that the contract docs not pro­ 
vide for any draw or opening in the bridge to 
permit the passage of vessels. 
The delendants interposed dem urrers to the 
com plaint on the ground that it does not state 
facts sufficient to constitute a cause oi action or 
anv relief. The question us to w hether the com­ 
plaint states facts sufficient to constitute a cause 
of action depends upon the navigability 
or non-navigability oi the American river 
within the meaning of the legislation upon the 
subject in this State. (Cardwell vs. American 
Bridge Company, 113 U. S. Hep., 205.) If the 
American river is a navigable stream within the 
intent of the Legislature, as expressed in the 
several Acts iu relation to the navigable streams 
in the State, the Court will take judicial notice 
oftliat lact, and if it is not navigable w ithin the 
m eaning of those Acts, the Court takes judicial 
notice of that lact. (C. C. 1*. 1S75. Brumagim vs. 
Bradshaw, 3t> Cal., 21: People vs. Chee Kee, ill 
Cal., 401; Clarke vs. Fitch, 41 Cal., 472: Baker 
vs. Hope, 4'.i Cal.. 598.) W hatever the Court takes 
judicial knowledge of need not be averred in 
any pleading, and if a pleading contain an 
averm ent of some m atter as a fact, of which the 
Court lias judicial know ledge is not a tact, the 
averm ent must be disregarded, tstory Eq. PI. 
?24. Moake’s Van Santvoord’s PI. *228-204), The 
history of the legislation in this state as to the 
navigability of the American river commeuces 
March 20,1850. On that day the legislature 
passed an Act w hich declared, among other 
streams, the American river navigable between 
its mouth and the mil! dam built by Captain 
Sutter, about nine miles above the mouth of the 
river. (Stat. 1850, p. 100.) On the 18th day of 
February. 1851, that Act was repealed and an­ 
other Act passed upon the same subject. This 
Act disclosed that river navigable between its 
mouth and the town of Brighton, a j>oiut 
lower down the river than w as established by 
the former Act. (Slat. 1851, p. 122.) And this 
Act was amended in 1853 so as to declare- this 
river navigable between its mouth and a point 
still lower down the river, known as the "Lower 
Ford.” (Comp, laws, p. 916.) The Act of 1,851 
was amended again m 1854, but not so as to 
change the law as to the navigability of the 
American river, the am endm ent only relating 
to other streams. These Acts by necessary im­ 
plication declared that river not navigable above 
the “ Lower Ford.” (American Itiver Water 
Company vs. Amsden, 6 Ca!., 443.) That ford 
was about one mile above the mouth of the 
river, and at a point on the river below where 
the bridge in question is to be constructed. But 
in 18fi0 the Ai t of 1851, as amended in 1854, was 
again amended, and the American river, tor the 
first time, was om itted entirely from the enum ­ 
eration of navigable streams. (Stat. Ism, p. i&s.)" 
And the Act was again amended in 1861. by in­ 
cluding in the category of navigable streams: 
“ Big river, three miles from its mouth ; and 
Noyo river, three miles from its mouth ; and Al­ 
bion river, three miles from its mouth •” 
but still 
om itting the 
American 
river 
from the enumeration of the navigable 
rivers or streams. It was the first section 
of the Act of 18.51 which was amended each 
time, and the section w as re-enacted each time 
with the changes intended by the Legislature. 
In the case of Billings vs. Harvey (6 Cal., 381), 
the Supreme Court said: ** The re-enactment (of 
the section) creates anew the rule of action, 
and even if there was not the slightest differ­ 
ence in the phraseology of the two, the later 
alone can be referred to as the law, and the 
former stands to all intents as if absolutely and 
expressly* repealed.*’ And as there was no other 
Act than the first section of the Act of 1851, as 
amended from time to time, declaring the 
American river navigable, under this rule^al! 
the Acts declaring it to be navigable must be 
held to have been repealed by the Act of Im',1 — 
and by implication the river declared not navi­ 
gable. Tbns the law stood when the Codes were 
adopted. Title V I.,Chapter I., Article 1, of Patt 
111. of the Political Code, defines public wuters 
which in the sense of the Code arc navigable 
streams, or public ways. The definition is con­ 
tained in Section 2318, as construed in con­ 
nection with Section 231*J. 
Section ‘231S 
reads: “ Navigable waters and all streams 
of sufficient capacity to 
transport the 
products of the country are public ways for 
the purnoRes of navigation and such transpor­ 
tation.” It is claimed by the plaintiff that this 
section, by construction, declares the American 
river to be a navigable stream or a public way, 
which means the same thing as a navigable 
stream ; but in view of the law as it existed at 
the t ime the code was adopted, it docs not neces­ 
sarily follow that the American river is iu the 
category of public water w ays. There had been 
and w ere at that time great contusion and con­ 
flict in the decisions of the Courts as to what 
streams were under the ban of the law and pro­ 
tected as navigable streams. In England, from 
w hich country we have derived the fundamental 
principles of our law s, by the common law no 
stream w as regarded as navigable or a public 
w ay above the point where the tide ebbed and 
flowed: but the principles of the common law 
of America, as modified and molded to suit the 
social, political and geographical condition of 
the country, protected all the streams in which 
the tide ebbed and 11 rwed, not only a- fir as the 
ebb and flow of the tide, but as far as such 
. streams liad “ sufficient capacity to transport 
the products of the country,” and the same 
principle of the common law was extended to 
such fresh water streams as the Missouri river, 
the Ohio river and other large streams; but in 
the State of Maine, and some other States, 
the doctrine of the common law had been 
carried to the unreasonable extent of pro­ 
tecting streams as navigable waters which 
had capacity only of floating logs or wood dur­ 
ing seasons of high waters. The Legislature in­ 
tended by this section to exclude this class of 
streams from the category of navigable streams 
or public ways, except all streams and sloughs

I navigable by Section 234*. because they had i 
I •* sufficient capacity to transport the products of ► 
the country," this was usele.-s and futile legisla- | 
tion ; but the Court cannot impute such fo’.’.y 
to the Leci-slature. Iu 18S5 Section 2319 of the 
Political Code was amended,and Islais crock was 
dropped from the category of navigable streams 
or public water ways, but the American river j 
w as still om itted and excluded from the euu- | 
m eration of such streams, and this certainly in­ 
dicates the intention of the Legislature to treat 
the American river as not navigable. It is a 
m ountain stream which rises rapidly in 
times of heavy rainfall, but recedes: as 
quickly when the rainy season has passed; 
the Court wiil take judicial notice that iu har­ 
vest tim e, when the annual crops are traus|>ort- 
cd to m arket, or ready for transport, the water 
is low and of little use for transportation, if of 
any u e for such purpose; and yet at that time 
such waters are mote useful for m ining and ir­ 
rigating purposes If this stream isu u d e rth e | 
ban of the law of navigation, then the m iner 
ami the agriculturist must not take the waters 
from the river lesT it should destroy navigation, 
am! such as have appropriated any of the 
waters for such purposes m ust turn them back 
into the river lor the use of the navi­ 
gator. But it is clear that the Legislature 
never intended sueli a result. The whole policy 
of the legislation of the .State has been to ex­ 
clude the mountain streams, both in the m ining 
regions am", in the regions where irrigation is 
required fer agricultural and horticultural pur- 
po>.es, Iron the category of navigable streams, 
and to permit and encourage the appropriation 
of the waters of such streams for those pur­ 
poses. This is the plain reason why the Amer­ 
ican river, the Cosumnes river, the Merced river, 
the Stanislaus river and other streams rising in 
the mountains, are not included in tlie enumer- 
atiouof the public water-ways; and,lest it should 
la* thought that they were within the definition 
contained iu .Section *2345 of the Political Code, 
the Legislature enum erated the streams iu Sec­ 
tion 2 3 1 9 wiiieh were intended to be included 
in the definition. 1 he term “ public w ays” in 
those sections of the t lode are used in the sense 
of “ navigable stream s,” and Section 2875 of the 
Political ( ode, as to constructing bridges across 
‘'navigable stream s" with sufficient space or 
span to peiinit steamers, boats or rafts to pass, 
only applies to bridges constructed across 
stream , declared navigable by enum eration 
either by name or description in Section 2349 or 
some special Act. and such is the effect of the 
Act of 1881. relied on by the plaintiff In this 
case (Stat. 1831, p. 76), and neither that section 
nor the Act of ls-si applies to the Am erican 
river, and tlie Board of Supervisors has the 
right to construct, or cause to be constructed, a 
bridge across that river with or w ithotit a draw, 
in its discretion. It follows that the dem urrer 
m ust be sustained, and it is so ordered.

This is so upon the p rin A je of the 
fam iliar maxim applied in the colWFuction of 
statutes—(sprcstio umas cst erctudo aflinius—the 
expression or enumeration of one thing is the 
exclusion of all others.

In the m eantim e, however, his brother 
attorneys have taken occasion to speak of 
him in the highest terms, believing that the 
fight being made against him is purely a 
political one. 
T he Judges o f the Suprem e 
and Superior Courts have recently tele­ 
graphed an indorsem ent of Mr. Carey to 
Attorney-General Garland, stating, in view 
o f the facts that he occupied the position of 
District A ttorney o f Sacram ento for four 
years and was offered the nom ination for a 
Superior Judgeship at the last election, 
there could be no question o f his ability to 
discharge his present duties. 
A t a m eeting a few days ago several of 
the more prom inent members of the San 
Francisco B ar Association decided to send 
to W ashington a further indorsement of 
Mr. Carey, thus affording Attorney-General 
G arland am ple evidence of the District A t­ 
torney’s standing in the profession.
